SUMMARY. 


April statistics on Petroleum havea 
bearish tendency. The Alcohol pool 
has suddenly suspended operations on 
account of trouble within its ranks, 
and the indications are rather unfavor- 
able to a resumption of business on 
the usual scale. It is reported that 
Silica is to be used as an adulterant for 
Lard, but manufacturers ridicule the 
idea, and as the rumor cannot be con- 
firmed, it looks rather transparent. 
The movement of Flaxseed and the 
prices realized give a remarkable char- 
acter to the present season. A forger 
of Proprietary Goods has received his 
deserts by being sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment. The Rebate 
System is strongly endorsed by whole- 
salers and jobbers, whose letters are to 
be found in our correspondence col- 
umn. The incongruities in railroad 
freights show that the Eastern manu- 
facturers and dealers in paints are dis- 
criminated against. 

A review of the Russian petroleum 
industry is made by a chemist who 
compares it to the trade in the United 
States, and enters into an intelligent 
discussion of the question. Natural 
gas and oil are being sought after in 
Kansas. The Buffalo conspiracy case 
is still on trial, and the developments 
are watched with interest on both 
sides. Hereafter the Consolidated Oil 
Exchange in this city will be furnished 
with quotations from the Stock Ex- 
change, asa court decision has been 
rendered in favor of the first named. 
Artificial quinine has been exposed as 
a humbug, and although legitimate 
manufacturers never did believe in it, 
they no doubt feel relieved. Compar- 
ative shipments of phosphate rock are 
given for last month. New Jersey 
State officials have interested New 
York dealers in the matter of adulter- 
atiug drugs and food products, and 
have received instructions how to pro- 
ceed in preventing the practice. The 
wood alcohol industry is extending in 
the South. The utilization of waste 
products is a new science which is 
attracting attention. The turpentine 
industry in France is reviewed in all of 
its details. New fertilizer materials 
are coming to the surface as the result 
of experiments. The analysis of glass 
is a subject which has not been thor- 
oughly discussed until the present 
time, and the paper on this topic is 
from a noted French authority. The 
use of refined slag in glass is also re- 
ferred to. Among recent chemical re- 
searches are the analytical examina- 
tion of resins, estimation of zine and 
zine dust, and precipitated phosphates 
from all kinds of crude rock. Our 
special departments of customs deci- 
sions, business embarrassments, new 
commercial enterprises and removals 
will be found interesting as usual.

ENTHUSIASTIC OVER THE REBATE 
PLAN, 

A series of letters in our correspond- 
ence column on another page speaks 
volumes. The communications refer 
exclusively to one subject and that is 
the rebate system. With one accord 
the jobbers throughout the country 
arrive at thesame decision and express 
their opinions in words of no uncer- 
tain sound, If there are any faint 
hearts in the ranks these letters ought 
to give fresh encouragement and 
cement the ties of commercial fellow- 
ship where they were rent asunder by 
negligence or questionable motives. 
We are under obligations to Mr. Geo. 
A. Kelly, the preserver of peace and 
protector of rebaters’ rights, for the in- 
stallment published in this issue. Dar- 
ing the course of his investigation to 
find out the weak spots, he received by 
request the letters which bring glad 
tidings from all the principal centers 
of trade and speak of a universal de- 
sire to continue the contract plan at 
all hazards. Noothersystem is wanted 
and every firm heard from is anxious 
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to have it strictly observed. Such pop- 
ularity is hard to strangle, and if the 
few enemies of the plan are still seek- 
ing its destruction, they will have a 
number of heavy battering rams to 
fight against. After reading the over- 
whelming evidence in its favor, who 
can say that the system is not a suc- 
cess? The strong endorsements mean 
that the Proprietary Association will 
not be called upon again in a long 
period to consider flagrant violations 
of the plan, when it has so many 
friends to look after its welfare.

SILICA IN LARD. 


We have received a sample of finely 
powdered silica, which is said to be 
prepared by a firm for giviug weight 
to lard and olecmargarine. The sam- 
ple was shown to lard experts on the 
Produce Exchange and they claimed 
that such a base adulteration could not 
be practiced without discovery. They 
contend that silica would plainly show 
itself in cooking and that no manufac- 
turer of lard would ruin his business 
by using the stuff. In former years 
terra alba was utilized to a small ex- 
tent in this way, but discovery soon 
followed and the adulterators had to 
succumb to public opinion by engag- 
ing in auother branch of trade. The 
prison doors are yawning for such 
swindlers, and it is to be hoped that 
speedy justice will overtake the per- 
sons who intend to employ silica or any 
other material of like nature as an 
adulterant of food products. There is 
a legitimate use for silica and the 
proper authorities should see to it that 
the usefulness of the article is confined 
to that channel. The subject ought to 
be investigated, and the responsibility 
placed where it belongson the sellers 
of the powder as well as the buyers 
for unlawful purposes. 

Tradesmen may meet to pass resolu- 
tionson adulteration and to petition 
State legislatures to enact stringent 
laws in the interest of consumers, but 
this don’t stop adulteration. The 
press all over the country may agitate 
the subject and use all the adjectives 
ever coined in denouncing the prac- 
tice, but this don’t prevent it. Anti- 
adulteration associations may be 
formed, but their annual conventions 
and election of prominent officers will 
not wipe out the evil. What is re- 
quired is good detective skill for prac- 
tical work. We have laws sufficient 
to cover all cases, and their enforce- 
ment is sadly needed. Who willdo it? 
The health officers or detectives em- 
ployed by private capital? There is 
no lack of “pointers” to work out. 
Here is one concerning lard and many 
others are to be had for the asking. 
The field is wide and the workers few.

SUSPENSION OF THE ALCOHOL 
POOL, 


Advices from the West have brought 
accounts of interior dissensions in the 
distillers pool, which later reports have 
confirmed with the added information 
that the spirit of dissatisfaction thathas 
permeated the organization for some 
time past has almost caused its disso- 
lution. The trouble seems to have orig- 
inated withtwo or three houses who 
wish to have their own way in spite 
of the pool, and as their action is op- 
posed to what the majority consider to 
be the bestinterests of the whole it has 
resulted in thesuspension of the operat- 
ions of the pool for an indefinite period 
with a consequent drop in prices. By 
keeping the market open for a time 
and giving no support to prices, it is 
expected by the stronger houses that 
have formed the backbone of the pool 
that the recalcitrant members and 
those outside will be brought to a rea- 
lizing sense of the benefits resulting 
from the influences wielded by such an 
organization and ultimately bring them 
to its support.

APRIL PETROLEUM STATISTICS 


In the issue of the REPORTER of 
April 6 we hud occasion to speak of 
the statistical situation as indicated 
by the runs, deliveries, exports and 
field progress for the month of March 
as being bullish. The figures for the 
month of April make an entirely dif- 
ferent showing, and instead of a bull- 
ish exhibit we now have one decidedly 
bearish in its tendency. The total 
runs during the month of April do not 
vary materially from those in March, 
but the deliveries show a decrease of 
887,978 barrels, and the charters show 
an increase of about 450,000 barrels. 
The difference between the runs and 
deliverits in April amounts to 23,435 
barrels, which practically means an 
increase of so much to the surplus and 
shows that instead of the surplus of 
82,000,000 barrels being drawn upon to 
the extent of about 300,000 barrels per 
month, as has been the case during 
the first three months of the present 
year, there has been an addition, 
showing a difference of cousiderably 
over 300,000 barrels in the statistical 
situation as affected by the production 
and consumption of the two months. 
Had the production shown this in- 


changed, it would doubtless have ex- 
erted an immediate depressing influ- 
ence on speculative values of certifi- 
cates, and there is now a general feel- 
ing that but for the redaction in the 
storage charges, which has given a 
fresh impetus to speculative transac- 


changed statistical situation, would 
drop below sixty cents. As the season 
has now arrived when operations in 
the producing fields are not retarded 
by reason of unfavorable weather,as is 
the case during the winter and early 
spring, and the consumption is also 
lightest, it may reasonably be expected 
that the statistical situation will show 
no improvement during the present or 
two succeeding months, and a boom, 
in prices, based on the law of supply 
and demand, is therefore not to be ex- 


peeted. 
The export statistics of refined and 
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cember, January, February and March, 
each one of which showed a marked 
increase in shipments over the same 
months of the previous year. 

But what of the fluctuations in 
price? The seed market of this sea- 
son will be historically recorded, as 
one full of surprises and remarkable 
forlow values. Little did the specu- 
lators and traders imagine that the 
price of $1.15 last August would sink to 
9ic. in December and remain below 
$1.09 during the balance of the season ! 
When these prices are compared with 
the fluctuations last year, the highest 
being $1.26 and the lowest $1.04, one 
would think the discouraged planters 
might take it into their own hands to 
solve the problem by curtailiag pro- 
duction, but the reverse seems to be 
thecase. While it is yet early to give 
any accurate information on the esti- 
mate of the next crop, we understand 
that the acreage planted is about up 
to last year, and the probabilities are 
that foreign seed will have no better 
advantage in the American markets 
during next season than it had during 
the past twelve months. 
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SIX MONTHS FOR COUNTERFEIT. 
ING MEDICINES. 

The ringleader of the gang who 
were arrested for manufacturing and 
selling bogus proprietary goods in 
Philadelphia, is now an occupant of a 
prison cell under a sentence of six 
months. This will enable him to re- 
flect over his past conduct, and the 
incarceration will be a warring to 
other dealers in counterfeit goods. 
The sentence, however, is hardly suf- 
ficient for such acrime. Had the case 
been tried in New York, the culprits 
would have been retired for long terms 
instead of the chief offender doing 
penance for six months and his com- 
panions being diecharged. The prose- 
cution of the suits entailed considerable 
expense and occupied valuable time, 
but the exergetic prosecutors have the 
satisfaction of seeing the nest of wedi- 
cin> forgers broken up, the unlawful 
practice wiped out of existence and 
the spurious goods destroyed. No ef- 
fort was spared to bring the accused 
parties to justice; there was no lack of 
convicting evidence, but the lenient 
courts of the city of brotherly love seem 
to exercise more sympathy than justice 
for the guilty. The crusade against 
this peculiar class of law breakers, 
however, will have a wholesome effect. 
Those who assisted ficancially and 
otherwise in the prosecution are satis- 
fied with the result, and a watchful 
eye will continue to be directed in this 
ch.nuel of illegitimate commerce.

Club at the downtown club to-day. 

As an example of the perplexities 
caused to shippers under the new clas- 
sification of freights the following is 
cited: ‘Paints, dry or in oil, in cans, 
kegs or pails, packed,” in carload lots, 
are placed in the fourth class and in 
less than carloads in the third, while 
“Paints dry or in oil, in cans, boxes, 
kegs or pails, not otherwise specified” 
go in the second class. The only dif- 
ference it will be noted in the two 
clauses is that the word ‘‘packed” does 
not app ar in the second and the word 
‘“‘boxes” in the latter is not found in 
the first. A close interpretation of the 
first clause would seem to entitle all 
paints dry or in oil packed as specified 
to carriagein the third or fourth class 
so long asthe word “packed” is at- 
tached to the shipping receipt. The 
second clause would therefore appear to 
be superfluous, but as in the hurry 
of shipping, that one word might fre- 
quently beomitted from theshipping 
receipt it looks as though this second 
clause had been added to provide for 
such emergencies, 

As instances of the incongruities 
charged, it is shown that oxide of zinc 
which is enumerated as a paint and 
put in the third and fourth classes, 
might easily be shipped as zinc dross 
or skimmings and so get the benefit of 
a sixth class rate, to which it isclaimed 
it is justly entitled. Barytes when 
shipped as such in less thun a carload 
would pay third-class rates, but if 
shipped as a dry paint as some claim it 
to be would go fourth class. Paris 
green is rarely used as a paint, still the 
railroads would probably class it us 
such, because it ismade by paint man 
ufacturers. Being an article almost 
expressly for the use of farmers of 
whose interests the railroads have been 
so careful in other respects, it might 
properly, according to the manufac- 
turers, be entitled to carriage as an ag- 
ricultural material at a low rate. It is 
intimated that there has as yet been 
no reclassification of freights from the 
West and that merchants there are 
shipping under the old schedules, I 
this is so it gives them a great advan- 
tage over eastern men, and seems to 
justify the charge made by the latter 
that the railroads are making unjust 
discriminations against them. The 
whole classification of paints and var- 
nishes is so incongruous that it gives 
the railroads the opportunity of claim- 
ing the highest rates of freights at the 
points of destination, and must be an 
endless source of dispute and ill feel- 
ing. With a view to a proper and just 
settlement of the matter the members 
of the New York Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Club have been urged to attend 
the meeting to-day. The matter will 
there be thoroughly discussed from the 
standpoint of the merchants, and if 
possible a way devised to free the trade 
of the difficulties which now beset it 
in the shipment of goods.

INCONGRUITItS OF THE NEW 
RAILROAD TARIFF. 

Just now the Interstate Commerce 
law and its attending circumstances 
are receiving the blame for the lull in 
business activity in various branches 
of trade. Whether or not the prevail- 
ing dullness is really due to this up- 
setting of old established rules govern 
ing the transportation of goods, there 
is no doubt that merchants all over 
the country and particularly in New 
York have found the expense of doing 
business under the new law greatly in- 
creased, and are loud in their com- 
plaints of the apparent discrimination 
against them which the new classifica- 
tion of freighta entaile. In the var- 
nish trade as we said last week, vigor- 
ous efforts are being made to have the 
present classification of varnishes set 
aside and a lower grade fixed on those 
grades which form the bulk of the 
consumption. The manufacturers and 
dealers in paints, etc , believe they kave 
good grounds for complaint against 
the injustice of the railroads in placing 
many of their goods in a high class 
while manufacturers of the same arti- 
eles who are fortunate enough to be 
located outside of New York have their 
products carried at a much lower rate. 

It is claimed that discrimination has 
been made to a ridiculous extent on 
certain lines of specia'ties which are 
put in a low class, while the same arti- 
cles under another and more general 
name are rated one or two classes 
higher. For instance carbonate of 
lime goes in the sixth class as a fertil- 
izer or a cement, or when it is shipped, —— a 
say, under the nameof ‘Jones’ Patent FLAXSEED STATISTICS.

He ruled thit the limited partnership was not 
lawfully renewed, because it was insolvent at 
the time of the attempted renewal, and that 
therefore the special was liable as a general 
partner. 


The United States consular agent at London: 
Ont., reports to the State department that the 
export and import trade between the United 
S:ates and Canada has been paralyzed by the 
interstate commerce law, and that the most se- 
rious commercial losses are fnevitable unless 
something is done to permit the continuance of 
low rates for long hauls. 


The proposition which has just been submit- 
ted by this government to that of Jamaica, for 
the establishment of a limited parcels post be- 
tween the two countries, is the first step of a 
new movement by which it is hoped to develop 
an important and extensive postal system of 
this kind, embracing the United States and all 
the Central and South American countries and 
the West Indies. 


The postmaster-general has consented to the 
exchange of liquids, fatty substances of all 
kinde and powders, whether coloring or not, in 
the mails to and from such countries of the 
postal union as admit such samples to their in- 
ternational mails. The usual restrictions as to 
dangerous, inflammable or explosive substan- 
ces are made. The new arrangement wiil go 
into effect July 1 next. 


Messrs. Purcell, Ladd & Co., wholesale drug- 
gists of Richmond, Va., have issued their new 
illustrated catalogue for 1857, which is claimed 
to be the most perfect of its kind yet pub- 
lished, It is bound in cloth and contains 200 
pages.

In a paperon the official organic drugs of 
five countries, by Professor Oscar Oliberg, it is 
estimated that the United States, British, Ger- 
man, French and Swedish Pharmacopooias in- 
clude between them 593 drugs of organic ori- 
gin. Out of the entire number only 99 are in- 
cluded in all five of the pharmac >poias, 56 in 
four, and 43 in two, while 300 are only men- 
tioned in one of them. Of these 300 organic 
drugs included in only one pharmacopoe‘a, 52 
are Officialin the United States,13 in Great 
Britain, 9 in Germany, 9 in Sweden, and no less 
than 217 in France. 


Mr. David M. Stiger, who has been at the head 
of the well known wholesale drug louse of 
David M. Stiger & Co , of this city, for the past 
thirty years, retired from active business last 
week after an honorable and very creditable 
career. Messrs. Oliver M. Stiger and Henry W, 
Williams, the other members of the firm, will 
continue the business under the same name. 
These gentlemen have made drugs a life study 
and to their energy and ability is due a great 
portion of the success enjoyed by the house. 
We bespeak for them a continuance of lib- 
eral patronage. 


Assistant Secretary Maynard has instructed 
the Collector at New York to act liberally in 
the matter of protests which are not strictly 
formal and in compliance in all respects with 
the requirements of legal documents. It must 
be remembered that protests have always been 
regarded as commercial documents drawn in 
the baste of trade and requiring only so much 
formality as to render them definite and clearly 
understood. Protests are not to be rejected or 
ignored on technicalities in any case where 
they are sufficiently specific to set forth clearly 
the ground of objection and the provision un- 
der which reilef is claimed. 


Judge Barrett, in the supreme court, chamb- 
ers, bas fined Roland N. and Herbert Hazard 
$1(0 ($50 each) for contempt ofcourt. A few 
weeks ago Caswell, Massey @ Co. get an in- 
junction restraining Caswell, Hazard & Co., of 
which firm the Hazards were members, from 
using the name ‘ Caswell” in any way in con- 
nection with their business as druggists and 
fancy goods dealers. Notwithstanding this in- 
junction, the Hazards still used “Caswell” on 
their buttles and other artic.es for sale, and at 
Newport, Rhode Island, they did not take from 
their shop front the signs ‘Caswell, Hazard & 
Company.” 


The announcement came from Albany last 
week that the State Assembly had passed with- 
out opposition Mr. Finn’s bill making guilty of 
misdemeanor aby companies, corporations or 
individuals who shall agree to withhold from 
the public markets or ordinary channels of 
trade in this State for any period of time any 
staple article of merchandice, food, fuel or any 
of the necessities of life. The bill provides 
penalties for the punishment of persons who 
shall agree to place upon the market only a 
limited quantity of any natural or staple pro- 
duct, manufactured or unmanufactured, with- 
in a certain period of time. 


George Gardom, the Philadelphia druggist, 
has retired from business. His store at 13 
South Seventh street has been a familiar land- 
mark for almost three-quarters of a centurv. 
On Saturday an auctioneer disposed of his 
stock. Gardom was born in 1800 and entered 
the store on Seventh street as an apprentice 
during the war of 1812. Then the building 
towered a story and a half above the surround 
ing buildings; now it is one of the smallest in 
the block. He completed his apprenticeship at 
the age of 21 years, and a few years later suc- 
ceeded John Stock in the proprietorship of the 
store. Stock built the house in 1788, 


The pool of wall paper manufacturers which 
bas remained intact for eight years has been 
broken, and the probabilities are that unless it 
can be renewed there will be a lengthy and 
costly competition between dealers. The thir- 
teen firms who were members of the pool are 
richer than the outsiders, and the latter so 
dread the effects of a war that they have held 
® meeting to devise means to avert a disastrous 
fight. A letter was sent to President J. 8S. War- 
ren, of the Wall Paper Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, asking for a conference looking toward a 
continuance of pool methods and prices, An 
answer to this letter will not be received until 
next week, 
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CHICAGO, May 7, 1887. 

Some improvement in feeling is to be re- 
ported of the linseed oil market this week, and 
oil may be said to be fairly firm at 37c, while it 
is asserted on credible authority that a few 
sales for April delivery have been effected at 
Bie. The demand is active, though the fact is 
indisputable that it has not thus far equaled 
the wishes or the expectations of cruskers. 
This circumstance joined to low prices, has 
operated te prevent any great accumulation of 
stocks, since it has induced some manufacturers 
to curtail their product. At the same time, 
there does not appear to be any reason to an- 
ticipate higher prices in the near future, The 
disposition on the part of jobbers to buy at low 
prices is even more marked than usual, and it 
may be questioned whether some of them have 
not, by a constant effort to weaken the market 
andthe persistent circulation of rumors, en- 
abled business competitors to purchase oil at 
figures below those paid by themselves. The 
St. Louis market presents, in the eyes of 
crushers, a pleasing contrast to that in Chicago. 
There, oil is reported firm at 40c. This state of 
affairs cannot be accounted for solely by the 
diffrence in the season at the two points; a 
broader and more fundamental fact is that in 
the Missouri metropolis there does not exist the 
same discord and distrust among crushers that 
prevails here. There can be noinherent reason 
shown why. with concerted action on the part 
of manufacturers, oil should not command the 
same price in both markets. 

Both crushers and brokers report some in- 
quiry from Eastern points, but it cannot be 
learned that much, if any, oil is being sent for- 
ward in that direction from Chicago. Apropos 
of East-bound shipments of Western oll, the 
recent strengthening of the Philadelphia mar- 
ket leads to the belief here that there is not so 
much of the product of the Obio mills being 
unloaded at that point as there has hitherto 
been. The action and attitude of the Ohio 
crushers bas called forth some comment in this 
city. Having succeeded in unsettling their 
own market, and having found their invasion 
of St. Louis checked, the East seemed to ufford 
the readiest—if not the only—outilet for a rap- 
idly accumulating product. But ‘ust why they 
should have availed themselves of it at a time 
when their shipments tended inevitably to de- 
crease the already small returns which they 
could hope to net from the prevailing low 
prices, is a mystery hard to solve. I have 
heard of no offerings of Buffalo oil iu this mar- 
ket for some time past. 


FLAXSEED. 

The general tendency of flaxseed during the 
week has been upward, the market opening on 
Monda? at $164, steadily advancing until it 
touched $1 08% on Thursday, and closing today 
at $107%. While there has been no very 
marked difference between the receipts of this 
week and lust (the former showing an increase 
of 1,311 bushels as compared with the latter), a 
considerable portion of ths seed arriving has 
been on contract, and very little has been of- 
fered in the market. To this fact the upward 
movement may probably be attributed. The 
demand for shipments has been very light, as 1s 
shown by the fact that the total shipments have 
amounted to but 18,978 bushels as against 33,007 
bus els received, a difference of 14,119 bushels, 
In this connection, however, it is worthy of 
note that on Friday vessel room for 75,000 bush- 
els was engaged fur shipment by lake. A com- 
parison of this week’s shipments with those of 
last week shows a decrease 80 great as to be 
almost startling, the figures for the respective 
periods being 18,978 and 230,265 bushe'’s. This 
striking disproportion may be accounted for, 
to a large extent, by the tact that a very large 
amount of seed was sent East last week by 
water, the same having been afloat for some 
months previous. Compared with the corres- 
ponding week of last year the receipts for the 
week Just ended are 12,584 bushels in excess of 
those for the same week in 1886. while the ship- 
ments show a decrease of 77,809 bushels, The 
stock of tlax in this market at present is very 
small, the official figures showing only 73,646 


‘bushels in store at the beginning of the week, 


as against 121,448 one week previous, and 362,- 
832 busbels at the same p‘riod last year. The 
opening of the month did not witness the ex- 
traordinarily large transfers of May seed 
which some parties supposed to be deeply in- 
terested in that commodity had predicted, 
only 15,000 bus hels changing bands on Monday. 


OILs. 

Those buyers who have been looking for low- 
er prices in cotton oil have thus far failed to 
find the realization of their expectations. The 
market thus far has exhibited a somewhat 
firmer feeling, although sales have not been 
particularly brisk. There appears to be an im- 
pression among some brokers-that prices are 
rather low, and it would not surprise such ob 
servers to see an advance in quotations before 
the close ofthe month. As far us can be seen, 
however, there are no readily visible signs of 
any immediate upward movement, and apart 
from surmises and speculations the situation is 
devoid of interest. 

Prices for lard oil continue about the same as 
a week ago, i.e. from 58@60c. These figures are 
too high to stimulate any foreign demand and 
exportations continue to be very light, An 
improved demand from the East has character- 






































































































ized the week’s business, which has been on 
the whole of a satisfactory nature. In connec- 
tion with the market in lard oil the following 
(officia!) figures are of interest: Supply of lard 
in this city about 97,000 tes, a decrease of about 
5,000 tes during the week; of this amount 87,000 
tes are contract lard. At the same time last 
yearthe stock on hand was 76,000 tcs of all 
kinds, 

While the local market in oleo shows next to 
no activity, there appears to be no falling off 
in the amount exported from this point. The 
Holland market is reported at about 50 floriue, 
and while this is a decline of three florins from 
the quotations of the week preceding, these 
figures net Chicago shippers about 8%4c, which 
israther above the home market, although 
stocks in Holland are unpreced :ntedly large 
for this season of the year, the demand contin- 
ues good and there is no reason to doubt that 
the large quantity now afloat will be readily 
taken on its arrival. Contrary to predictions 
freely uttered some months ago, most of the 
large manufacturers of artificial butter in this 
city have already taken out new licences and 
others are suid to be about to follow their ex- 
ample. 

PAINTS. 

There have been few f-atures of interest to 
distinguish the paint market for the past week 
from that of many weeks preceding. Trade 
generally has bardly been equal in amount to 
that of the week before, although comparing 
favorably with the volume of business done 
during the first week of May last year. No 
change is to be noted in the situation in white 
lead; a good demand continues, and corroders 
are buying pig more freely than for some time 
past. Considered as a whole, the season thus 
far has been a remarkably satisfactory one to 
Chicago jobbers, who are also weil plessed 
with the outlook for the future. Dealers in 
varnishes report a fa'rly active demand during 
the week, witb no change in prices. 


PIG LEAD. 

While some sales of pig lead are reported at 
$410, the market may be said to be about 
$4 12% to $4 15, with an improved demand and 
a firmer and better feeling. Sales of both 
round and car-load lots hav’: been brisk, and 
the demand has been well distributed, not only 
geographically but also as regards classes of 
buyers, the latter including shot men, lead 
pipe men and corroders. The consumption is 
about equal to the product, and stocks remain 
about the same. The improvement reported 
nthe New York market encourages careful 
observers here to believe thst the present re- 
vival of activity here is not a mere spurt, but 
will prove to be the beginning of a better state 
of affairs than has existed in the lead market 
for many months. At the same time, higher 
prices are not looked for. From 8t. Louie, 
also, are received advices which indicate that 
cons'derable lead bas changed hands there 
during the week, and that a better tone is per- 
ceptible, although quotations continue as 
when I last wrote—$4 00. 


DRUGS. 

With the exception of a sharp advance in 
ipecae, which has risen nearly 25 cents during 
the last eight or ten days and now sellsat about 
$2 00, the market remains about the same as 
a week ago. The steady upward course of 
ipecac has been the source of some surprise to 
jobbers, who are as a rule, however, disposed 
to regard itas merely the natural and ligiti- 
mate operation of the law of supply and de- 
mand. The compounds of ipecac of course 
keep about even pace with the root. Citric 
acid continues firm and it is thought by some 
observers that even higher prices may be ex- 
pected. Opium inay be said to be a shade firmer 
while quinine continues very weak—indeed, if 
anything, the tendency is toward still lower 
prices, Trade continues fairly good for the 
season, which is not a particularly busy time 
of the year for western drug houses; »8 com- 
pared with the s:me period of 1886, tbe volume 
of business shows a decided advance, 

In Cincinnati the week has been signalled by 
the failure of the drug house of Jobn G, Fratz, 
who has made an assignwent for the benefit of 
creditors. He estimates his assets at $15.00), 
while his liabilities foot up $20,000, of which 
$12,000 are preferred. 

The Chicago Retail Druggiste’ Association is 
at present much exercised over a bill pending 
in the Lilinois legislature makivg some radical 
changes in the State pharwacy act. ‘The bill 
in question proposes a no less sweeping ch inge 
than requiring all persons desiring to vLecome 
pharmaceutists hereafter to submit to 
an examination by the State Buvuard of 
Pharmacy, thus ignoring the diploma of a 
college of pharmacy as a basis on which 
to issue a license. It makes the Board 
sole custodian of all applications and 
papers connected with such examinations and 
does not require that they shall be open to in- 
spection or even bepreserved. The asscciation 
denounces this measure as a gross abuse of the 
licensing power, and as its originators have re- 
fused to allow amendments the retail druggists 
bave caused to be introduced the amendments 
which they desire to see incorporated in itin 
the form of another bill. 

A new concern tor the manufacture of drug- 
giste’ sundries bas been incorporated here dur- 
jog the week. Its legal titie 1@ the A. C, 
Vanderburgh Company and its capitai stock is 
$25,000. 

TROUBLES OF THE WHISKY POOL. 
An inbarmonious meeting of the Wester 










Export Association was held in this city on 
Thursday. Contrary to the general expecta- 
tion, Mr. Spellman, of the Great Eastern dis- 
tillery at Peoria, announced his acceptance of 
the association’s offer to close upon the basis 
of 2,200 bushels per day instead of 
3.000, the capacity heretofore ciajmed 
by him. Other manufacturers, however, 
do not manifest the same pacifie 
disposition. Bush & Brown of Peoria, stub- 
bornly insisted that their claim to a capacity 
of 3,000 bushels be allowed before they would 
consent to shut down. Besidesthis firm two 
establishments in Ohio and one in Indiana re- 
fused to enter the poo] on the terms prescribed 
by the association. That body did not consider 
that it would be profitable to prolong ita exis- 
tence with so many houses outside aud inde- 
pendent, in view of the fact that asseasmente 
must be paid and closed houses compensated 
for remaining idle. Accordingly they resolved 
to pay no assessments this month and to re- 
duce the price of whisky from $1 13 to $1 05 per 
gallon. The income of the organization is thus 
curtailed about $12,000 per day, or $3.000,000 
per year. Of course this amounts to the practi- 
cal dissolution of the pool, although it still 
nominally remaine in existence with the same 
corps of officers. Most of the leading members 
of the association do not look for its revival, 
and say that if the whisky interests of the 
country are to be again consolidated it must be 
on an entirely different basis. These gentle- 
men assert that if the recalcitrant spirits at- 
tempt farther to lower prices the members of 
the old pool will meet them atleast half way. 








































































WINDOW GLASS, 


The Executive Committee of the Western 
Manufacturers Association were in this city on 
Thursday. They said that they were on their 
way home from Cleveland. It was pretty well 
understood that they have been called to that 
city to adjust some complaints of alleged un- 
der selling by jobbers. [t is not manifestation 
of special sagacity to surmise that their busi- 
ness here was of a character not entirely dis- 
similar.

accepted orders just before the advance in 
prices which some of the larger houses decline 
to fill.

Mr. W. C, De Pauw, the noted glass manu- 
facturer of New Albany,Ind., died at the Palm- 
er House, Chicago, on Friday of apoplexy. He 
was stricken the evening previous while at the 
depot to take the train home on the Louisville 
New Albany & Chicago Road. His remains 
were sent home immediately. He was bern at 
Salem, Washington County, Ind., in 1821. His 
father was Gen. John De Pauw, an eminent 
citizen of the pioneer period of Indiana, and a 
native of France, the family being of disting- 
uished nobility in that country and of military 
renown. W.C. De Pauw commenced life pcor. 
In 1844 he was elected Clerk of the Courts of 
Washington County, Indiana, and from his 
savings in office laidthe foundation of his 
great wealth, which at present exceeds that of 
any other manin Indiana. He entered into 
the banking business under the Free Banking 
law of Indiana in 1854, and was one of the 
large stockholders of the Bank ofthe State of 
Indiana in 1855. He was president of the Bank 
of Salem at Salem and of the Bank of Salem at 
New Albany. In 1861 he removed to New Al- 
bany and during the war was one of the heavi- 
est contractors of army supplies for the Goy- 
ernment in the west. He was the owner of the 
immense plate-glass, window-glass and chemi- 
cal factories at New Albany, Ind., and Louis- 
ville, Ky., in which $2,000,000 is invested. He was 
a large owner in tre Obic Falls Iron Works, 
New Albany woolen and cotton mills, New Al- 
bany railand cable road supplies mill, two 
large foundries, and half a dozen more manu. 

factories; was interested in two banks at New

Albany andin banks in Louisville, Nashville 
and Chicago, as well as in manufactories in 
Louisville and Indianapolis. His will provides 
for a donation of not less than $1,5(0,000 to De 
Pauw University,G reencastle,to which institu- 
tion be had already given over $300,000. His 
charities have been unbounded, His donations 
to the Methodist Caourch will agzregatef$1,000, - 
000 in the last thirty years. In 1883 he was 
instrumental in averting a disastrous panic by 
joining W. H. English and others in a syndicate 
that upheld the First National Bank of Indian- 
oplis for atime, That was the only enterprise 
in which he and Mr. English were jointly in- 
terested. He and his family held $175,000 of the 
Indianapolis Bank of Commerce stock—nearly 
all of ii—and Mr. De Pauw’s total wealth is 
said by good authority to exceed $6,000,000. He 
had 5,000 men in his employ and treated them 
with great consideration.

The merchandise consists of ground 
asbestos, which has undergone a certain pro 
cess of manufacture, and is, in fact, a packing, 
and muy be used assuch without any special ad- 
mixture of other substances. The deparment 
considers itdutiable as assessea ‘‘asbestos, 
manufactured.” (April 28.) 

Reappraisements,- The department sugyests 
to the collector at New York that advantage 
results to the Government from the practice 
inthe ap raiser’s department at that port for 
the appraisers to continue to advance in value 
‘mportations of imported merchandise, not- 
withstanding the fact that on previous import- 
ations of similar merchandise, where theenter - 
ed values had been advanced and where reap- 
praisements were asked for by the importers 
such advances were not sustained. It is urged 
that such practice caused needless delay, in- 
convenience and expense to the importers, 
inasmuch as importers invariably ask for reap- 
praisements and upon such reappraisements 
the entered values are returned as correct. 
(April 29.) 


Articles manufactured in bonded warehouses 
from domestic materials liable to internal rev- 
enue tax, and exported 1n good taith, are heid 
to be dutiable upon their return to the United 
States, under the provisions of Section 2,500 of 
the Revised Statutes, regardless of the charac- 
ter of the article. 

The department cannot interfere so as to per- 
mit entries uf imported merchandise upon 
bills of lading, if drawn to order, which are 
not properly indorsed by the parties named 
therein, but will interpose no objection to the 
collector at the port of importation assuming 
the responsibility of allowing entry to be made 
upon such terms as he may deem proper. 

The Collector of Customs at New York has 
written a letter to the Treasury Department in 
regard to various cases of imported merchan- 
dise herein the Department refused to per- 
mit entry on second invoices exhibiting a less 
value than the invoices first received. The 
Collector says that in cases where there are 
two invoices giving different values for the 
same importation the entry asarule must be 
made by @ higher one and that the establish- 
ment of a precedent for any other rule would 
lead to practices dangerous to the revenue. 
Assistant Secretary Maynard has notified him 
that his conclusions are approved by the De- 
partment. 

A peremptory mundamus was granted in the 
Common Pleas Court, in Philadelphia, on Sat- 
urday, compelling the Electric Reporting 
Company to restore the commercia) tickers to 
the Petroleum Exchange, from which they 
were removed in June last, They were re- 
stored, as ordered, and now it remains to be 
seen what the regular Stock Exchange will do 
in the matter, as they were removed at the re- 
quest of that institution. The Petroleum Ex- 
change in the meantime, it is said, will sue for 
damages arising from their removal. 
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PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The fight over the oil inepectorship for Chi- 
cago was definitely settled last Saturday by the 
appointment of Mr. John F. Finerty to the 
position. 


The high water in the Delaware River has 
broken the iron pipe belonging to the Tide- 
water Pipe Company that crosses the river at 
Martin’s Creek, causing a heavy loss to the 
company. 

The exhibition in the bear pit last Wednes- 
day afternoon showed the broker’s to be a 
forbearing set of men, possessed of more than 
the ordinary amount of charity toward an 
erriog brother. 


The Philadelphia Gas Company now owns or 
controls outright 111 wells. Of this number 
47 are in the Murraysville fie'd, and 412 miles of 
pipe in operation. Of this jatter over 200 miles 
of the pipe is above 10-inch, 


The Seaboard National Bank has been ap- 
pointed United States depository for New York 
City. The many patrons of this institution in 
the petroleum interest will be glad to hear of 
the confidence reposed in it by the Washington 
officials. 


What is said to be the largest gas well in the 
world has been discovered at Fairmount, near 
Muncie, Ind. The test of Professor Orton, 
State Geologist ef Ohio, shows it to be flowing 
at the rate of nearly twelve millions of cubic 
feet per day. 


Notice has been given that oll produced in 
the Grand Valley district will be classed as 
Grand Valley oil. It will be kept 8s parate 
from all other oils, and will be delivered only 
upon receipt of order from the owner against 
credit balance. 


An immense iron reservoir is now being 
erected in the outer harbor at Amsterdam for 
the storing of oil. Its capacity is upwards of 
1,740,000 gallons. The petroleum will be 
brought to the tank and pumped directly from 
tank-ships especially constructed for this ser- 
vice. 


While boring for water on his farm, fovr 
miles south of Mattoon, Ill, last week, James 
Cunningham tapped a strong vein of natural 
gas, which was piped at once and lighted, and 
has since continued to burn in a flame two feet 
broad and thirty feet high out of a two-inch 
pipe, the top of which is thirty-six feet above 
the ground. 


Oil well No. 2 at Tiffin,O, was shot Icet 
Thursday and the oil flowed up fifty feet above 
the derrick for fully five minutes. then sub- 
sided, This well has flowed daily for some 
time and demonstrates fully that Tiffin isin the 
oll fie'd. The city w.ll put down tbree more 
wells at once,one east, one west, and one 
northwest of the city. 


A special circular, issued by the Pennsylva- 
pia Ratlroad C »mpany last week, quoted rates 
on oll from Pittsburg to Peoria, Iil., at 80 
cents. This, the Baltimore and Ohio people 
claim, is a violation of the agreement entered 
into by the different roads on freight rates and 
contrary to the published schedule of rates 
under the inter-State commerce law. 


The producers in the Lima field are mad as 
hornets in consequence of a furcher reduction 
of the price of oil by the Buckeye Pipe Line 
of 2% cents per barrel. This makes the price 
now 27% cents. This last reduction has caused 
considerable apprehension amorg producers as 
to the future. Operators are utterly discour- 
aged, and many propose to stop the drill aito- 
gether. Well-informed producers are of the 
opinion that the market will go still lower. 


The failure of the Billingsley Pipe Bill to re- 
ceive inthe Legislature of Pennsylvania the 
constitutional majority necessary for its pass- 
age intoa law, we are disposed, upon the whole, 
to regard as best for the oil business and in- 
dustry, as some of the largest producers of oil 
are of the belief that the real effect of sucha 
law would be to render further competition in 
pipe laying impossible and thus work far more 
harm in the end than good.—Financial and 
Mining Record. 


The attitude of legislatures toward the oil 
producing industry need not and does not 
make but very little difference as long as they 
are so disloyal to each other, Out of all the 
papers that have been started in their in- 
terests, not one has ever been supported. It 
is an old but trite truism that "God helps them 
that helpsthemselves,” As far as the Billings- 
ley bill isconcerned it would be hard to find 
two producers who think alike about it.— 
Buffalo Times. 


In the course of a letter to a London paper, 
Messrs. Mordaunt Bros., of St. Helen’s Place, 
observe that it is surprising that the present 
superfiuity of petroleum “does not exercise 
the minds of the Government. authorities as 
well as the scientists of the day. Within the 
confines of the British Empire—India, Aus- 
tralia, Canada and Scotland—there exists de- 
posits ample for the supply of fuel to the Brit- 
ish fleet, to lubricate the machinery of all the 
Government dockyards, to illumine our light- 
houses, to fill the poor man’s lamp with turn- 
ing oil, and the rich man’s drawing room with 
paraffin candles. [t is a pity to see such a mine 
of wealth only partially utilized.”’ 

Last Thursday wasa gala day among the oil 


producers in the Lima field, J. Workman’s 
first well, on the Wolf farm, near Cridersville, 
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the oil sand drilling was stopped on account of 
agreat flow of gas. The well is reported as 
being by all odds the best one in the field, and 
even surpasses its near neighbor, the Robbins. 
It is this well that the people look to for their 
supply of natural gas, William G. Fee’s No.3 
well on the Polk Ridenour farm was also 
drilled in and isa great producer. It has been 
flowing at the rate of thirty-five barrels per 
hour, and increasing. Hopkins, Gordon & 
Longabaugh’s well, near St. Mary’s, reached 
the sand and was flowing twenty-five barrel: 
per hour. This is the largest producer yet 
drilled in that part of the field.

Cur- 
ran descended frum the manhole above with a 
light, when a fearful explosion took place, 
blowing one end of the tank through the 
building, and it crashed into the bar:el house 
several rods distant. Curran waa picked up 
badly burned about the head and cut in several 
places. Tae accident occurred from a small 
quantity of gas leaking in from one of the 
other tanks to which the center one was con- 
nected by pipes. There was no fire, the flash 
disappearing in an instant.

A Patent Medicine Forger Sentenced, 


Judge Mitchell of Philadelphia last week sen- 
tenced J. Richardson Parke, convicted of sell- 
ing spurious patent medicines with forged la- 
bele,to six months imprisonment from the 
date of his commitment, March 24. 

Albert Fetters, a confederate of Parke, was 
discharged, and Jeremiah Opdyke, another 
confederate, was held ona charge of larceny 
brought against him by Parke. 

Last year the druggists of that city suspected 
that the medicines sold by Parke at his place, 
240 South Tenth Street, were not what they 
were represented to be. A meeting of repres- 
entatives of the leading firms was held and de- 
tectives were employed to purchase bottles of 
the medicine. The contents of these bottles 
were found to be worthless imitations of the 
real preparations. Opdyke was supposed to 
be a compounder of this stuff, and Fetters was 
understood to be interésted in it as well. 

Through the agency of the detectives Op- 
dyke gave sufficient evidence to convict Parke. 
It was arranged by the detectives that a man 
named Wiltbank adealerin patent medicines, 
on Fifth street, below South, should make Fet- 
ter and Opdyke believe he wanted the med- 
icines for use in his business. Interested per- 
sons were hid in thestore and saw Fetter deliver 
the medicines and overheard what he said 
about them. 

On their evidence Fetter was arrested and 
warrants were issued for Parke and Opdyke. 
Fetter and Opdyke were tried first. They 
pleaded guilty and their sentence was deferred 
until after the conviction of Parke. In the 
course of the trial Opdyke testified to having 
used the most disgusting materials in the prep- 
aration of the spurious goods, 

Parke to invalidate his testimony, or from 
revenge, pref rred a charge of larceny against 
him for which he is now held to answer.

The Buffalo Conspiracy Suit. 


The parties indicted by the Buffalo Grand 
Jury for alleged conspiracy to ruin the Buffalo 
Lubricating Ol] Company were called for trial 
last week before Judge Haight in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer at Buffalo. The indict- 
ments were found in October last by the Court 
of Sessions Grand Jury, and were against 
Hiram B. Everest, Charlies M. Everest, John D.

The lawyers who represented the 
defendants were Theodore Bacon, William F.

Monday was taken up with preliminaries and 
the selection of ajury. Tuesday was taken up 
by the plaintiff’s lawyers in opening, and 
the principal witness, Albert A. Miller, 
was introduced. This witness is the man 


who, it is alleged, was hired to do the 
dirty work. He first worked for the 
Vacuum Company, then went with the 


Buffalo Company, betrayed that company, 
and went into the employ of the former again 
for the purpose, ag he himself says, of ruining 
his former business associates, and later still, 
after getting all he could out of the Vacuum 
reople, was as ready to betray them to the 
Buffalo company. He testified to several con- 
versations which he had held with the Everests, 
but was not certain of the occasions when 
they were held. C. M. Everest told him the 
best thing he could do was to stay with the 
Vacuum and things would be made satisfac 

tory. If he stayed with the Buffalo company 
he would be ruined. Regarding the conversa- 
tion of Everest and himself with Lawyer 
Truesdale sbout disposing of witness’ prop- 
erty, the lawyer told him he might lay himself 
criminally liable. The witness testified at 
length about the manufacture of oil, the trips 
to New York, Boston and California, together 
with other matters. 

On Wednesday the witness, Miller, testified in 
support of the indictment, that be and Hiram 
Everest went to see Lawyer Truesdale in! Roch- 
chester to arrange about so disposing of Mil- 
le.’s property that the Buffalo men could not 
get hold of it in cage he deserted. When the 
lawyer found out the state of affairs be warned 
Miller to be caceful or he wouid land himself 
in State prison. On one occasion 250 barrels of 
oil were put in aatill, the fires heated and the 
entire frnot of the furnace became red-hot. 
The danger from escaping gases was very 
greit, On this occasion the safety valve blew 
out and the entire charge was rendered valu- 
less. 

Atripto Boston was suggested and they 
went. There Miller said he signed a contract to 
work forthe Everests for $1,500 a year. Asking 
what work he was to do he was told to have a 
good time and enjoy himself. He stayed in 
Boston awhile and returned to Rochester. He 
did little work except to superintend a salt 
well at Leroy and to build a house in Califor- 
nia for Everest. During the time Miller was 
employed by Everest, the pay coming from 
the Vacuum Company, he received $4,000. 

Mr. Truesdale,a former counsel of Miller,said 
that when Everest and Miller came to bis office 
that the former told him Miller had left his em- 
ploy to go to the Buffalo Lubricating Com 
pany, and that he wa: anxious to have him 
come back. Miller told him a story about 
being an endorser on a note with Matthews 
and Wilson, and Everest wanted to get him out 
of that. The lawyer advised Miller to try and 
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have the Buffalo Company to buy him out. If 
they refused he could leave and take the con- 
sequences, 

Charles B. Matthews, the complaining witnese, 
swore that in 1881 he told Charles M. Everest 
that he and Miller were going iuto the oil bust- 
ness. ‘Asa man, Mr. Matthews,” said Everest, 
“T respect you, but as to the Buffalo Oil Com- 
pany I shall do what I can to injure and de- 
stroy it.’”’ 

Before this Matthews had purchased the land 
for the Buffalo works. He knew nothing 
about the construction of the refinery and de- 
pended upon Miller to look after it. Hedid 
not then know that Miller was copying the 
castings of the Vacuum’sstills,but he did know 
that he was spending a great deal of time in 
Rochester. After a while he “spotted” him as 
playing double, and put a watch onhim. It 
was not until June that Miller finally disap- 
peared. There was no one left who knew 
enough to make good oil. 


On Monday Mr. Matthews was recalled and 
testified tha! the gases eliminated from heated 
petroleum were dangerous and inflammable, 
He had seen several men burned to death by 
the vapor exploding or taking fire. It is al- 
most impossible to extinguish a fire of this 
kind. The Buffalo Lubricating Oil Works had 
difficulty in obta'ning crude oil after the Atlas 
Works were ‘sold out to the Standard Com- 
pany. The Buffalo Works had up to that time 
procured crude oli from the Atlas Works. 


In reply to a question as to how he knew the 
Atlas sold out to the Standard witness related 
a conversation with John D. Archbold in 
which the latter practically admitted as much. 
Witness also related a conversation with the 
Messrs. Everest and Mr. Archbold, which was 
introduced to try to prove that the Standard 
is interestedin the Vacuum Oil Company of 
Rochester. 

On cross-examination the witness stated that 
he first conceived the idea of going into busi- 
ness for himself in the Fall of 1880. Mr. Baeon 
asked for the production of a contract made 
with Miller regarding which Mr. Matthews 
testified on Saturday. Wituess was not certaia 
if there was a written contract. The District 
Attorney objected to prodvcing the contract 
because the defense had not produced papers 
which were asked for. The afternoon session 
was occupied by the continued cross-examina- 
tion of Mr. Matthews. 

In his deposition Mr. Everest said that the 
Vacuum Oil Company was organized by him- 
self in 1866. Previous to his departure for Den- 
ver in 1879 three quarters of the stock was 
transferred to the Standard Oil Trust. A New 
York lawyer was made trustee. He said that 
the parties under indictment, Henry H. Rogers, 
Jobn D. Archbold and Ambrose McGregor, 
were directors of the Vacuum Company. At 
present the deponent’s son is manager and de- 
ponent is the virtua) head. He remembered 
going to Judge Truesdale’s office with Miller. 
The former employe was in a scrape and had 
his sympathy. 

Afterward he telegraphed Miller tocome to 
New Yors, and asked him if he had left the 
Buffalo company for good. Miller said he had. 
As he wished to talk to him and had no time to 
stayin New York, he took him to Boston. 
Miller wanted $2,500 a year to go back to the 
Vacuum, but he only promised him $1.50., the 
same as he was getting before. This Miller ac- 
cepted and it was understood that a year’s nc- 
tice was to be giver on either side before the 
contract was broken. Miller wanted to keep 
away from Buffalo, so he stayed at the Standard 
store in Boston mixing oils. 

In June, 1882, Miller came to California. 
Everest thought it would be a good thing for 
the company to have him go West. Miller 
worked ip a canning factory in California un- 
ti) August and then they located him. ona 
farm where they thougbt he could not do them 
aoy harm. Everest paid him $1,000 to cancel 
the contract. He admitted that he told 
Mille: that the Buffalo company would 
soon be out of existence, as he had 
brought patent suits and hoped to get an 
injunction which would close them up. He 
never made threats that he would ruin them, 
simply saying that he would maintain his 
rights, He arranged to move Miller from Buf- 
falo to Rochester on the 4th of July, so that no 
attachment could be served. The hardest 
thing he ever said about the Buffalo Company 
was that they would have a hard timeof it. He 
said he introduced Miller in Boston as Milliner, 
but that the manager, Mr. Reynolds, knew 
what his name was. Mr. Everest said he sus- 
pected Miller from the firat and that was why 
he took bim to California. When they settled 
the tollowing conversation took place: 

“Mr. Everest, you have always been kind to 
me and I shall do nothing to injure you, but I 
am going to bust the Standard.” 

“How will you go to work to do it ?” 

“Sn more waysthanone. They cannot af- 
ford to let me loose. I shan’t be bought off 
either, unless I get something for it. It will 
cost them more that $25,000 or $50,000 before 
they get through with me.” 

“I think,” said Mr. Everest, ‘that you can 
make more money raising fruit in California 
than you can by fighting the Standard,”

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Thirty Years of Oil. 

The following readable article is from the 
pen of Mr. Rufus R. Wilson, of Washington, 
Pa., and appeared in the Harrishurg Telegram. 
There may not be much that is new to the 
readers of the REPORTER, but we believe they 
will enjoy its perusal: 

The story goes that when Colonel Edwin L. 
Drake, the discoverer of oil, was a boy, he was 
sitting one day upon the broad piazza that 
shadowed the entrance to his father’s house. 
It was a drowsy August afternoon, and boy 
like he fell asleep, and sleeping dreamt a won- 
derful dream. With his brother he toiled in 
the wheat field, half a mile from the house, 
until they had accumulated what seemed, in 
the fancy of the dreamer, a mountain of straw. 
A bon-fire was decided upon, and while his 
brother watched, young Edward touched a 
lightcd match to the pile. They watched the 
progress of the flamcs for a few moments 
with boyich delight, but their delight was 
changed to horror when of a sudden they dis- 
covered that although the straw was cousumed 
the ground continued to blaze and burn. The 
boys labored to stay the advance of the flames, 
but allin vain. Rising higher and higher they 
followed their retreating footsteps until in an 
agony of fear turned and fled tothe arms of 
their mother. When they reached the house, 
Edwin buried his face in her arms and between 
sobs and tears confessed what he had done, 
She took the boy by the hand, and as she 
watched the progress of the ever advancing 
flames, said in a quiet tone of voice: “My son, 
you have set the world on fire.” Thirty years 
ago this month this strange prediction shad- 
owed forth in a dream, was realized when the 
ingenious colonel by the discovery of petro- 
leum began to light the world. 

HOW OIL WAS DISCOVERED. 

Away back in 1789, nearly a century ago, in 
an issue of a magazine published in Boston, 
mention is made of Oil Creek in northwestern 
Pennsylvania and Of the oil floating on its sur- 
face, wich the settlers used to banish the pains 
of rheumatism. Seneca oil was the name which 
iteventualiy received, and for many a long 
year the denizens of Oil and Mill creeks were in 
the habit of spreading blanke‘s on the surface 
of the waters and absorbing the oil for which 
they found a ready market at a dollar a gallon. 
With the advance of civilization the demand 
incre ised and sometime in the early ’50’s F. B. 
Brewer, of Titusville, then a college student 
and now a practicing physician in Erie, carried 
a bottie of the oil to Hanover, N. H., and sub- 
mitted it to the faculty of Dartmouth college. 
The result of the analysis of the oil was the for- 
mation of the Pennsylvania Rock Oil com- 
pany, and the purchase of 105 acres of land on 
the flats below Titusvillo, in December, 1854. 
In March, 1887 the name of the corporation was 
changed to the Seneca Oil company, and E, L. 
Drake, at that time a railroad conductor was 
selected to drill <n artesian well. He located 
the well on April 28, 1857, and first tried to dig 
a well similar to those dug for water. Failing 
in this, he finally drove brass pipe into the pro- 
ducing sand, and cleaning it out completed the 
weljin August, 1859. The well was seventy 
feet deep, and did twenty barrels a day. The 
few hundred gallons was sold to a Titusville 
druggist for $l1a galion, the latter bottling it 
and placing it on the market as a rheumatic 
remedy. Colonel Drake died a few year later a 
poor man, but in the remaining four months 
of 1859 the crude product of the Seneca Oil 
company, 82,000 barrels sold for $20 a barrel or 
a total sum of $!,640,(00. During the following 
year, 1860, the total output was $500,000 yielding 
a cash value of $5,000,000. 

GOLDEN ERA OF THE TRADE. 

From 1860 to 1865 was the golden erain the 

istory of the oil trade, the era of big gushers 
and high prices. January, 1860, witnessed the 
birth of the McClintock well, the father of ol; 
gushers. In these days there were no pipe 
lines and storage companies, and the constant 
wastage was enormous. For days the out-put 
of the McClintock well—2,200 barrels a day— 
was wholly lost to its owners. This well, which 
was visited by thousands of curious strangers, 
was soon eclipsed by the Dom Pedro well, 
which poured out 4,000 barrelaa day. In Sep- 
tember, 1860, the early excitement reached a 
climax. The stories of the immense fortunes 
to be made, sometimes in a day, fired the hearts 
of thousands, who cagerly flocked to the new 
El Dorado, and cities sprang up almost ina 
night. Those who had money invested it in oil 
lands, and those less fortunate tried to borrow. 
Lumber was scarce and labor high. So enor- 
mous was the wastage that fears were expressed 
by the newspapers that the supply would be 
exhausted if aspeedy remedy was not discoy- 
ered. But all these facts failed to allay the 
excitement, which the striking of the Empire 
monater, a wonderful gusher, a few weeks 
after the Dom Pedro, again raised to fever 
heat. 

A FIRM THAT MADE MILLIONS, 

In January, 1863, Orange Noble, of Erie, and 
G. W. Delameter, of Meadville, purchased the 
Farrell farm, on Oil Creek. Their first well did 
3,000 barrels a day, but a neighboring well, the 
Caldwell, absorbed a portion of its production. 
Noble & Delameter purchased the Ca.dwell for 
$175,000, plugged it and aliowed their original 
well to drain the surrounding territory. In 
February, 1864, they sold the well for $220,000, 
cash down, but while in their hands the fortune 
maker had yielded them in twelve months a net 
revenue of $1,062,000. In August, 1864, the 
famous Maple Shade well came to the front 


and for seven months yielded its Jucky owners 
a daily income of $5,000. The Tarr farm made 
old nian Tarr, who has been dead for these 
many years, one of the richest men in the 
United States, but the fortune he left behind 
him profited tee lawyers more than it did his 
children. His youngest son, James Tarr, is 
now clerking in a New York city dry goods 
establishment, having lost the little he finally 
succeeded in wresting from his lawyers in un- 
lucky deals on the oil market. The Tarr and 
Farrell farms district lingered along for five 
years, the comparatively few wells drilled 
doing much to prolong its existence, but inthe 
fall of 1885 it finally passed to the limbo of for- 
gotten things. 
AN INCIDENT OF THE EARLY DAYS. 

The early days of the oil trade were not 
wanting in curious and amusing {fncidents. 
One of the strangest was a streak of luck a well 
owner on the creek was favored with in 1863. 
He had completed a weli which, after a week’s 
continuous pumping, failed to produce any- 
thing but water, and so he abandoned it in dis- 
gust, The next day the man who was operat- 
ing the adjoling lease hunted him up and in- 
formed him in an excited manner that since 
the pumping of water had ceased at the aban- 
doned well a well on the other lease, which 
had yielded thirty barrels of oil a day as long 
as the water was being pumped, had suddenly 
filled up with water and obstinately refused to 
produce any more oil. Eventually the 
owner of the producing well hired the 
owner of the duster to keep his pump going, 
for which he paid him $100a week. This ar- 
rangement lasted for six months, restoring the 
producing well to its former condition and 
proving satisfactory to all concerned. But 
one morning the well that had been yielding 
nothing but water suddenly began pumping 
oil and the one that had yielded oil became in 
turn a water well. The result was a lawsuit 
which dragged along for several years and 
ended in a verdict forthe man whose well had 
at first yielded nothing but water. 

THE RISE AND FALL OF PITHOLE, 

As the Tarr farm district declined, Pithole 
rose into prominence, A curious fissure in the 
rocks on the banks of Pithole creek,a mile 
above the foint at which it empties into the 
Alleghany, gave a name to that stream and to 
the vanished city that from 1885 to 1872 was the 
wickedest city on the face of the globe. The 
McLaughlin well, with a daily production of 
1,500 barrels, gave Pithole its early fame, and 
six months later it was a city of 50,000 souls, 
with two daily papers,a dozen fine hotels, a 
splendid opera house, scores of faro banks and 
abig police force. In Pithole money flowed 
like water; fortunes Were literally made in an 
hour, and millionaire and pauper sometimes 
changed places between the rising and going 
down of the sun. However, there was little to 
justify the period of riotous extravagance, and 
for every $100 poured into Pithole less than 
five was taken out in legitimate earnings. The 
scenes and crimes which were almost daily oc- 
currences there were never paralleled in the 
wild days of western mining life. The fever 
ran its course for seven years andthen came 
the end. In fifteen years every vestige of 
Pithole had disappeared. The road which 
leads past the spot where it stood is almost im- 
passible and underbrush is growing in what 
was once the principal thoroughfare of the 
city. ° 

THE TRADE IN LATER YEARS, 

The commercial and industrial history of the 
nation offers no parallel to the rapid growth of 
the oil business. What is to-day known as the 
Pennsylvania and New York oil region is that 
strip of land running northeast and southeast 
through the counties of Washington, Beaver, 
Butler, Armstrong, Clarion, Venango, Forest, 
Warren and McKean, and into Allegany coun- 
ty, New York. Hundreds of millions have been 
spent in its development and its transformation 
into what Dom Pedro, emperor of Brazil, de- 
clared a few years ago to be the most pictur- 
esque region on the face of theglobe. Hun- 
dreds of millions have been realized from the 
industry, which hasin time enriched and pau- 
perized millions. 


BRADFORD'S GLORY AND DECLINE, 

For several years after the exhaustion of the 
Pithole field the energies of the trade were 
confined to prolific, but speedily exhausted 
pools like those of Butler and Clarion counties, 
but in 1876 Bradford became the center of in- 
terest and guch it remained for the ensuing 
seven years. The credit of discovering the 
most productive oil belt the world has ever 
known, belongs to Job Moses, and the date to 
1876. Within a year Bradford was a city of 
30,000 inhabitants and land brought the most 
fabulous price. But Moses had it nearly all 
under lease and made his own terms, realizing 
a fortune of princely proportions. In five years 
$76,000,000 were spent in developing the Brad- 
ford field, and in ten years it has produced 
123,000,000 barrels of oil. That the profits which 
these figures imply were the source of manya 
fortune goes without saying. They have made 
scores of men enormously rich and hundreds 
well-to-do. A number of men who went to 
Bradford penniless now rank among the 
millionaires, and up to the present time the 
Bradford producers have paid the National 
Transit Company in storage and pipage rates, 
Over $20,000,000. 

CHERRY GROVE’S TROUBLED CAREER. 

About the time that Bradford reached ite 
greatest strength as a producing factor, Cherry 
Grove rose in a night to challenge the admira- 


tion and excite the despair of the olegginou: 
world. It promised another Tarr farm belt, 
and for some time passed out a sea of oii, one 
well alone—the famous Murphy, No. 2—pro- 
ducing 3,400 barrels daily. But Cherry Grove’s 
day failed to fulfill the promise of early dawn. 
It went up like a rocket and came down like a 
cLunk of lead, involving in its own ruins that 
of more than a hundred operators and specu- 
lators whose confidence was greater than their 
business capacity. The men who came out of 
Cherry Grove ahead could be numbered on the 
fingers of one hand. Soon after Cherry Grove 
joined the list of “have beens,” O. P. Taylor, a 
veteran wild catter, brought the Allegany 
field over the line in New York State into 
prominence, and for three years it divided the 
honors with Bradford. In 1883 its daily pro- 
duction was over 14,000 barrels, and its wells 
numbered 4,090. Richburg and Bolivar, the 
leading towns of the field, had a population of 
20,000, balf a dozen lively newspapers, an opera 
house, half a hundred ssloons, two variety 
theaters, fine public schools and a score of 
churches. All this was only four years ago. 
Now the daily production of the Allegany 
fleid is less than 5,000 barrels and the greatness 
of Richburg and Bolivar has departed forever. 


THORN CREEK’S WONDERFUL RECORD. 

After the departure of Allegeny’s greatness, 
Balltowo, Wordell and Cooper, in Warren 
county, occexpied the etage, but soon gave way 
to Thorn creek, in Butler county, which for a 
time recalled and duplicated the greatness of 
Pithole. The Armstrong, Phillips and Christie 
gushers broke all previous records, producing 
in a single day over 15,000 barrels of the gold- 
creating fluid. Thorn creek was a field of 
gushers, but the wells named headed the list 
and were the greatest of all. Colonel Arm- 
strong, the father of the fleld, nad hard work 
to persuade the dealer in oil well supplies to 
trust him for the material with which to drill 
his first well, but he struck it rich and left 
Thorn creek nine months later rich, honored 
and respected. The Phillips brothers, who had 
made a fortune along the creek in the ’60’s, but 
lost it and several more in wildcat venturee, 
recovered their grip at Thorn creek,and are 
now listed among the millionaires once more. 
A number of other men who went to Thorn 
creek poor, left there rich or well-to-do, It 
took a littie over a year for Thorn creek to act 
out its tale and it is now as completely forgot- 
ten as though it had never had a glorious exis- 
tence and ruled the trade. Its daily produc- 
tion is now less than a 1,000 barrels, 

COGLEY RUN AND OTHER FIELDS. 

Cogley Run and other small and speedily ex- 
hausted posts followed in the wake of Thorn 
Creek. When they had had their day the pro- 
duction, which for years had exceeded the cone 
sumption, began to fall off. The pipe line com- 
panies were compelled to draw on their re- 
serve stock to meet the current demand, 
and the price of oil had almost reached 
the dollar mark when the _ discovery 
in rapid succession, of three new fields 
gave a fresh impetus to production and a 
damper to prices. This was in the opening 
months of 1886, and in Junethe monthly pro- 
duction added the enormous amount ot 2,000,- 
C00 barrels to the stock above ground, The 
first of the fields mentioned was Kane, the dis- 
covery of Joe Cappeiu, who with Joe Craig, 
shared in the profits of ita development. Fora 
time it did 6,000 barrels a day, but its limits 
w resoon defined and its capabilities just as 
speedily exhausted. Shousetown attracted at- 
tention about the same time, but shrewdness 
and yood luck gave the control of that fleld to 
Captain Peter R. Grace, and after he had par- 
tially developed it, he turned it over to the 
Standard Oil Company, under whose protect- 
ing wing Shousetown may wait a final and 
exhaustive development for months and per- 
haps years. 

WASHINGTON’S ERRATIC CAREER, 

The last and most brilliant of the trio was 
Washington, which in February, 1886, flashed 
out as an oleaginous luminary of the first 
water, The discovery of thc Washington field 
was purely accidental, and its career has been 
decidedly erratic. It reached its highest daily 
production in July last when it panned out 
something over 15,000 barrelaa day. But the 
bulk of this production came from less than 
a dozen wells, Remarkable successes and fail- 
ures of the direst and most dismal nature had 
alternated with tolerable regularity, and the 
number of those who have made and those 
who have lost have been about equal. Present 
appearances indicate that the field is on its last 
legs, and that the limits of its offspring, Tay- 
lortown, are now clearly defined. About a 
year ago while drilling for gas at Lima and 
Findlay, Ohio, the drillers in both instances 
struck oil. These towns are now the center of 
large and rapidly growing towns. However, 
the oil produced there is strong only (in its 
smell, which easily distances that of a polecat 
brigade, andthe low price for which it sells 
makes the life of the producer a burden, 
Where the lightning will strike next only time 
and the drill of the wild catter can tell, 

LIFE IN THE OIL REGIONS. 

Most people who read that such and such an 
oil well bas been drilled through the sand and 
is dry, are not aware of the fact that it has 
cost thousands of dollars and months of labor 
to ascertain this disagreeable information. A 
drilling well is always an object of interest to 
one unaccustomed to oil company sights, and, 
strange to say, it never fails to have its fascina- 
tion for the old-timer, especially if the well is 


-ocated on untried and undeveloped territory. 
When an operator has made a lease in a new 
fleld, agreeing as the case may be, to give the 
owner of the land a fourth or an eighth of all 
the oll produced, grading for the derrick com- 
mences. Then the heavy sleepers are put in 
place and the derrick proper is raised. The 
derricks of twenty years ago were frail and 
flimsy affairs by the sides of the structures of 
to-day, which consume some 10,00 feet ot 
timber. The modern derrick is eighty-four 
feet high, twenty-two feet square at the bot. 
tom, and, in order to gain the greatest amount 
of strength, converging until it is only fuur 
feet square at the top. About the bull-wheel 
shaft at the base of the derricx the drilling 
cable, 2,000 feet ia length, is coiled and then 
run over the crown pulley, To the cable the 
drill weighing 3,000 pounds is suspended. Then 
the cab’e is clamped to the temper-screw, and 
that in turn fastened to the ponderous walk- 
ing-beam. Finally the fifteen-horse power 
engine which raises and lowers the walking- 
beam is placed in position, and all is in readi- 
ness for the drillers and their assistants. 


A WORD ABOUT THE DRILLER. 

The driller is aninteresting fellow. His trade 
is a dificult one to master and many who set 
out to learn it never complete their apprentice- 
ship. The expert driiler usually commences 
as @ tool-dresser or driller’s assistant and in 
two years is regarded as competent to handle a 
screw without assistance. He is well paid for 
his labor and off duty dresses handsomely and 
spends his money royally. In course of time 
he buys a set of drilling tools and becomesa 
contractor. Then he drills wells of his own 
and makes or loses. Some of the wealthiest 
cperators ot the present day owe much of their 
success to the knowledge gained at the drill. 
If the well to be drilled happens to bea new 
venture the character of which its owners de- 
sire to keep from the trade, great care is exer- 
cised in the selection of the drillers ag all de- 
pends on their honesty and rliability. It is 
the old drillor’s boast that he never betrayed 
an employer even if by so doing he could have 
made thousands. Two drillers are employed 
on @ well each working twelve hours and when 
operations commence, barring break downs, 
they never stop until the well is finished. The 
drill is dropped through a ten-inch conductor 
driven to bedrock. When the drill hag been 
driven 100 feet or so, the hole is cased with iron 
casing to prevent caves-in and cut off fresh 
water veins and this operation is repeated 
every few hundred feet as the drill progresses. 
The casitg alone for a Washington county 
well costs hundreds of dollars. 

WHAT AN OIL WELL COSTS. 

Wells vary in depth according to the locality 
from 1,200 to 2,500 feet and as it costa on an av- 
erage $4a foot to drill a well the cost can be 
easily estimated. A completed well in this 
field involves an expenditure of from $8,000 to 
$10,000 and two or three months time. While 
drilling the driller with hand on temper-screw 
walks ’round and ’round that the drill may cut 
around, true hole. The temper-screw enables 
him to regulate the drill and throw out cable 
as it is needed. From time to time water is 
poured into the hole to aid the progress of the 
drill and as the broken rock mingles with the 
water it is drawn out with a eand pump, along 
metal tube with a valve at thelowerend, As 
the well nears completion the driller can tell 
by the “feel” of the screw through what the 
drill, 2,000 feet below s passing while the sand 
pump shows him the nature of the strata. 
When the pay sand is reached, again when the 
drill taps oil, and finally when it passes through 
the sand the driller measures the hole witha 
steel chain to ascertain the exact location and 
thickness of the sand, Later. on should the 
well be shot or pumped this information is of 
the highest importance. Meantime while the 
well is nearing completion, if is in advance of 
developments, the scout plies his trade more 
zealously than ever. He tries to get near 
enough tothe derrick to time the pulling of 
the sand pump and thus ascertain tie depth of 
the well; or better still to crawl under the der- 
rick-room and obtain some of the dump from 
the pump which istoan experienced eye the 
strata through which the drillisdriving. Fi- 
nally guards are employed by theirate owner 
to keep the scouts off the lease at the point of 
the gun. 

BRINGING IN A WILD-CAT WELL. 

The bringing in of a well of the gusher cali- 
ber isan exciting affair. The drill is known to 
be half way through the pay sand and the drill- 
er isin hisglory. Theowner and his friends 
anxiously watch the great walking beam, as it 
rises and falls. Hour after hour passes, and as 
the driller pulls the tools and changes the bit, 
it ig noticed that there are seyeral hundred 
feet of oilin the hole. The tools are lowered 
and the ton and a half of steel at the bottom 
of the 2,000-foot hole pounds away once more, 
Another hour passes, The hole is full and the 
oil begins to spray, saturating everything in 
the derrick-room. Suddenly there is a sound 
like thunder from below; pocket of gas has 
been struck. Tho spraying oil increases to a 
shower that shoots far over the derrick, while 
dirt, pebbles and slate come up from below. 
The rumbling increases to a roar, and then, 
with a mighty rush, up come the tools and the 
golden fluid flows unchecked. The well is in 
and a gnsber. 

HOW THE PRODUCER IS PAID. 

The driller’s work is now ended; in the 
monthly report the well figures on the com- 
pleted list. While the well wag drilling, two or 
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three tanks have been erected alongside, and 
into these the oil gushes.

ited to the several producers, On the follow- 


ing day the owner of a well can step into any 
of the offices of the Transit Co. with a certificate 
of his credit balance and obtain the cost for his 
oil at whatever the market price may be. For 
thirty days the Transit Co. carries a credit bal- 
ance free of charge, but at the end of that time 
it levies an assessment of one and one-fourth 


cents per month or sixteen cents per year. So 


anxious is the average producer to take advan- 
tage of any rise in the market that he wil pay 
these storage rates month after month, hoping 
for “eighty-cent” or ‘dollar oil,’’ as the case 


may be. 
CALLING IN THE TORPEDO AGENT, 
When the first flush of a well is gone, the tor- 


pedo agent is called in to increase the produc- 


tion, In shooting a well from 60 to 100 quarts 


of nitro-glycerine is used, This is lowered into 
the hole in shells cleverly centrived to prevent 
@ premature explosion, and then the “ go- 
devil,” a chunk of iron for exploding the cart- 
ridge on top of the glycerine, is dropped. Ina 
minute or two an explosion about as loud asa 
firecracker will be heard, while the casing in 
the hole will riseafew inches above the der- 


rick floor and then settle back. The response 
from the shot will not cone until ten or twenty 
minutes later; then the well flows freely and at 
an immense rate, In tho course of time the 
well refuses to flow of its own accord and is 
classed among the pumpers. ‘T'wo inch tubing 
is run down to the producing sand and the 
game machinery that was used in drilling the 
well iscalled in to do the pumping. From 
time to time the tubing and sucker-rods 
are drawn and the well cleaned out or 
treated to another dose of glycerine, This ex- 
plains why the derrick at a completed well is 
never torn down. While six men areemployed 
about a drilling well, one skilled man can 
manage a half dozen pumpers. The value of a 
producing well varies according to the locality 
and the staying qualities of the pool. A well’s 
total output varies from 1,000 to 250,000 barrels. 
A big gusher is often a deceptive and disap. 
pointing piece of property to own; no matter 
how brilliant its inception, it may in time be 
surpassed by its insignificant appearing rival. 
One well in Clarion county that never did over 
twenty barrels a day has been producing stead- 
ily for seventeen years and has netted its 
owner over $100,000. The life of an oil well, 
like the life of a horse, depends very much on 
the treatment it receives. The list of wells in 


the older fields that have been proéscing for 
from ten to twenty-five years a@ long one, 
Fifty thousand wells have been drilled, 200,000 
acres of d developed and over 180,000,000 
barrels of oil produced in the twenty-eight 

ears that have clapsed since Colonel E. L. 
brake completed his wild cat on Oil creek. 
Those fond of figures may be interested in the 
statement that the wellsof Pennsylvania alone, 
if placed end to end would pierce the earth 
and reach through to China. In the Bradford 
field, whose 75,000 acres have produced over 
130,000,000 barrels of oil, a producing weil is 
now worth about $600a barrel; that is, a well 
whose daily output is twenty barrels would 
sell for $12,000. 

GROWTH OF AN OIL TOWN. 

When a successful well bas been develo: 

in a new field a town springs up about it like 
magic. The men who flock to a new oil field 
are a jolly, good-natured set of fellows, for all 
are willionaires in prospective. Houses are 
commenced, fini: hed, papered and painted and 
occupied in a week. Hotels with all the con- 
venioncvs of the city hostelry spring up ina 
fortnight, and in their wake follow the saloons 
that are the eil man’s unending delight. The 
hotel and bar-room are the business centers of 
a new oil fore, and in these places, crowded 
day and night, leases are made, contracts sign- 
ed, and deals concluded with a promptness and 
a careless abandon that would startle even a 
wide-awake Chicago broker. Tool, machine 
and supply shops come in response to the de- 
mands of theoperator. The theatrical sharp 
scents his game from afar, and his variety the- 
atre is crowded nightly, while brothels, faro 
rooms and gambling helis open up by the 
score. The riff-raff of older oil towns tullow 
in the wake of the first comers, and the new 
city, the site of which six months before was 
little more than a wilderness, is a full grown 
oil town with allthe bustle, dash and wicked- 
ness for which such places are famed. 


A DANGER THAT IS EVER PRESENT, 

Fire is the one danger tbat is ever precent in 
an oiitown. The buildings wedged together, 
built of wood and oil saturated; the hundreds 
of wells from which the oil] aided by natural 
gas is constantly flowing; the forest of der- 
ricks soaked with oil, and the vast tanks in 
which miilions of barrels are stored, all tend to 
increase this danger. At Kew City, a few years 
ago, the explosion or a torpedo burnt every 
building in the town, fired 300 wells and de- 
atroyed 250,000 barrels of oil. At Kixford less 
than a month later the tradi:ional girl with the 
oil can and the kitchen stove repeated ths 
terrible story with the loss of several! lives 
added. A spark dropped from a locomotive iu 
the woods near Tram Hollow, not @mly de- 
stroyed that town but four other towns, 500 
derricks and 500,000 barrels of oil besides. In 
the tanks of the National Transit Company, 
35,000,000 barrels of oil, enough to supply the 
world for two years, are constantly stored. 
These tanks are scattered in frours about the 
oilcountry. The blunder of a careless em- 
ploye, a chance stroke of lightning, may mean 
8 loss of millions; but when such losses do oc- 
cur, the pipe line officials compel the producers 
to stand them pro rata, 
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Russian Petroleum.

The great center of the petroleum-bearing 
territory of Russia is at Baku, on the Apsheron 
peninsula, jutting out into the Caspian Sea, and 
notwithstanding the vastness of the produc- 
tion, the present workings are ciccumscribed 
within the very limited area of about three 
and a half square miles, 

Chemically, Russian and American crude pe- 
troleum present a marked difference, the 
American being a mixture of the first series of 
hydrocarbons or paraffins, as represented by 
the formula CoH 22+ , a8 methane, ethane, etc. 
whilst the Russian crude is composed of the 
second and third series of hydrocarbons or 
olefines represented by the formula CnHgn and 
CnH,n—,, as methene propene, methine pro- 
pine, etc. Practically, the whole of the refining 
at present of Russian petroleum is carried on 
at Baku, the situation of which renders it a 
distributing centre of the first importance, as 
it has the best harbor on the Caspian Sea. 

Experts in the geological nature of the sur- 
rounding country estimate that petroleum 
deposits underlie no less than 14,000 square 
miles, and Mr. Redwood, who has paid several 
visits to the Caucasus, states that at least 1,000 
or 1,200 square miles of the Apsheron peninsula 
may be regarce/ as oil-producing territory. 

The two chief districts in which the wells are 
located are at Surak Lani and Balak Lani, the 
former about twelve miles and the latter from 
six to eight miles distant from Baku, At Su- 
rak Lani there are still the ruins of the ancient 
temples of the Persian Magi, in some of which 
to this day, the gases generated from the oil 
wells are continually inflame. Zoroaster was 
supposed to be the founder of fire worship, the 
origin of which is said to be due to these natu- 
ral firesfrom petroleum gases. As the Per- 
sians found that as fast as they extinguished 
the firesin one place they started spontane- 
ously in flame in another, they concluded that 
the fires had a supernatural origin. From this 
the existence of petroleum in Rusia would 
seem to have been known for at least 2,500 
years. It seems therefore remarkable that it 
should have been left to the United States of 
America, in which the earliest records of pe- 
troleum discovery do not date further back 
than the beginning of the latter half of the 
present century, to be the first in the fleld to 
supply the greater portion of the world with 
petroleum for ractical purposes. 


The petroleum territory of the Caucasus 
seems to have been left almost entirely undis- 
turbed for all practical purposes till after the 
annexation of Baku by Russia in 1801, and one 
of the first acts of the Russian government 
was to make the extraction of petroleum a 
state monopoly, and the sole right of working 
it was farmed out to a merchant named Mer- 
zoeff. 

From the year 1801 till about 1830, this Mer- 
zoeff extracted from 2,000 to 3,000 tons of;oil per 
annum,and from 1830 to 1858 about 3,500 per 
annumyall of which he obtained from pit-wells, 
sunk a few feet from the surface of the ground, 
and in the most primitive manner poasible, 

The vast petroleum wealth under his feet 
slept on comparatively undisturbed unti. 1972, 
by which time the American petroleum indus- 
try had already made rapid strides, and the 
world, including Russia, was being sup- 
plied with American burning oil and other pe- 
petroleum products, 

This state of things thoroughly aroused the 
Russian Government, and resulted in abolish- 
ing the monopoly, so long held by Merzoeff, 
and throwing openthe industry to the world. 

The Russian government, however, in lieu 
of the royalties it hgd been receiving from 
Merzceff, puton an excise duty, which was 
centinucd for five years more till 1877, when 
the increasing American competition caused 
it to abolish the remaining tax also, and the 
trade has since remained free and unfettered. 

The crude oilin the early days was brought 
from the wells to the refineries in Baku in Per- 
sian carts in roughly made barrels, and it is 
stated that as much as £100,000 per annum was 
earned by the carters engaged in this traflic, 


Two years prior to the abolition of the excise 
duty, namely in 1875, the development of the 
Russian oil industry reached its most import- 
ant crisis, by the appearance on the scene of 
the Nobel Brothers, whose fame in connection 
with Russian petroleum is now world wide, 

These Nobels are a most remarkable family. 
Their father, a Swede, Emmanuel Nobel, was 
the inventor of the torpedo, the secret of 
which he took from Sweden to St. Petersburg 
in 1838, and sold te the Russian Government. 
One of bis sons, Alfred Nobel, became.a dis- 
tinguished chemist, and claims to be the in- 
ventor of that terrible explosive, dynamite. 
Their father with his other two sons, Ludwig 
and Robert, established an immense engineer- 
ing works on the banks of the Neva, 
and their firm took a prominent part in 
the fortifications of Cronstadt, prior to 
the Crimean war. At the death of the 
father, Ludwig became the head of the works, 
and accepted from the Russian Government a 
series of contracts for converting guns and 
manufactur.ng rifle stocks, 

For the latter walnut wood was required, 
and it was in search of that wood that Robert 
Nobel was seat to the Caucasus, causing him to 
visit the petroleum regions at Baku. 

Being a thoroughly practical and scientific 
engineer, he was 80 enamored at what he had 
seen of the capacities of petroleum pro duction 


and refining, that on his return to St. Peters- 
burg he urged his brother to co-operate in de- 
veloping the industry, and very shortly after 
Robert Nobel established himself at Baxi and 
commenced operations in quite a small way as 
a petroleum refiner, 

Calling the resources of engincering, chem- 
istry and commercial organization ‘to his aid, 
Nobel in the first place replaced the cumbrous 
system of carting the oil from the wells to the 
refineries at Baku by laying down pipe-lines, 
though he was compelled to erect a line of 
watch houses manned with armed men to guard 
his pipes against destruction. 

Nobel completely revolutionized the whole 
previous system of extraction, refining and 
distribution. He introduced the most im- 
proved systems of drilling and refining, for 
which he took advantage in every way possi- 
ble of the Americansystem. One of his earliest 
steps was to gain the consent of the Russian 
Government, and immediately he organized a 
complete system of supplying the whole of 
Russia with burning oil. 

To effect this, he had built a ‘fleet of tank- 
steamers for navigating the Caspian Sea and 
the river Volga, using as fuel for same the 
astatke or petroleum residuum, in place of 
coal, These steamers were built partly at his 
brother’s works on the Neva and partly in 
Sweden, and were conveyed in parts—by the 
canal system—to the Volga and there put to- 
gether and delivered at Baku. In this way he 
conveyed his refined oil from Baku to Trakit- 
zin on the Volga, which He constituted his 
headquarters for forwarding the oil by various 
railway systems. The oil ia pumped from the 
steamers into railway tank-wagons, and at 
various points throughout Russia Nobel has 
established stations where he stores immense 
quantities in reservoirs, and dealers and con- 
sumers have to bring their own barrels or other 
receptacles for all the oil they want. It isan 
entire cash-before-delivery business, and the 
Russian railway companies collect the money 
for a small commission, By this perfect or- 
ganization and aid of the protective duties, the 
Nobels succeeded in completely superseding 
the sale of American petroleum by the Russian 
article. 

In order to institute a comparison of the 
vastnessof the Russian production with the 
American, I may state that the most prolific 
wellever known in the United States, which 
was struck in the autumn of 1881, yielded fora 
time at the rate of 260,000 gallons, or about a 
quarter of a million gallons, in twenty-four 
hours. 

At Balobhani, in 1883, a well was struck, now 
known as the celebrated Droobja well, which 
belched forth a column of 011300 feet in height, 
and for over one hundred days was perfectly 
uncontrollable; it has been estimated that for 
that period its yield per twenty-four hours was 
not less than 2,800,000 gallons, so that the yicld 
from this one well was equivalent to more than 
the present production per day of the whole 
23,000 wells in the United States of America, 
which latter is estimated at about 2,700,000 gal- 
lons per day. 

This well sent forth along with the crude oil 
vast volumes of gas and sand, the latter of 
which overwhelmed the derricks and other 
works of the surrounding well-owners, and in 
addition to the loss sustained by the millions 
of gallons of oil that went entirely to waste 
from want of means of storage, the owners of 
the well, instead of making their fortune, were 
ruined by the large sums they had to pay for 
compensation for the damage their well had 
occasioned, 

The next large flowing :well belonged to 
Nobel, struck in 1885. It is properly capped, 
but will yield at any time it ie opened at the 
rate of over 2,000,000 gallons per day; and an- 
other of their wells over 1,125,000 gallons per 
day whenever opened. 

There ure about sixty of these flowing wells 
which are usually capped with side valves, but 
often the rush of oil is so tremendous, with a 
pressure estimated at something like 200 to 300 
lbs. to the square inch, as to be practically im- 
possible to cap the well until it has become 
considerably exhausted, vast quantities of 
crude oil being allowed to run to waste, 

There were in 1885, about two hundred act- 
ually productive wells, of which forty were 
kept idle, for want of demand for crude oil, 

The remainder yielded in 1885, according to 
Mr. Peacock, Vice-Consul at Batoum, 575,000,- 
000 gallons of crude oil, the yearly production 
of the average well being about 35,000,000 
against the yearly production of the average 
well in America being 43,500 gallons. 

From statistics furnished by Mr. Peacock it 
appears that at Baku, at present, there are 
abouttwo hundred and sixty refineries, pro- 
ducing yearly about 140.000,000 gallons of re- 
fined burning oil. 

Many of these refiners, however, have had 
completely to shut down, owing to the lowness 
in prices, supply being greatly in excess of de- 
mand, and many others have partially sus- 
pended working. 

The world’s present consumption of burning 
oil is estimated at about 2,500,000 gaiions per 
day, of which, hitherto, the United States of 
America have supplied the greater portion, 

America in the future must be prepared for 
fierce competition from her Russian rival, 
more particularly in those countries bordering 
on the Russian Empire, as wel! as in Central 
and Southern Europe, Nortbern and Southern 
Asia, etc. 

The Russian crude oil is obtained by boring, 











much in the same way as the American, and is 
refined also by the methods described in my 
paper last session. 

The sulphuric acid is made on the spot from 
sulphur found near Baku, and the caustic soda 
is imported from this country. 

The specific gravity of Russian crude is 
usually about *870 to *875, sometimes as heavy 
as “885 and as light as ‘850. The specific gravity 
of American crude is now about *800 to °820, so 
that the Russian oil is naturally a heavier oil 
than American, 

There is no demand at present for the small 
proportion of lighter products, that distil 
over prior to the kerosene, viz, the benzene, 
specific gravity ‘754, and gasolene, °787, 
which latter in America are of considerable 
commercial value. 

The specific gravity of the most carefully 
refined Russian burning oil is about .823 
against American .803, or roughly, whilst 
American is 8lbs to the gallon Russian is 84 
lbs to the galion. 

Russian crude yields only from 22 to 27 per 
cent. of burning oil, and only about 22 per 
cent. of the finest quality. American crude on 
the other hand yields upwards of 70 per cent. 
of burning oil, or over three times as much as 
Russian. Russian crude yields a much greater 
quantity of the heavier or lubricating oil than 
American, 

Russian crude is almost practically free from 
solid hydrocarbons, such as paraffin wax, which 
latter is an important product of Amcrican 
crude, On this account Kussian lubricating 
oils have the advantage over American in being 
capable of bearing exposure to yery low tem- 
peratures without solidifying, and thereby 
clogging machinery where exposure is neces- 
sary, and also have a higher viscosity in rela- 
tion to specific gravity than American. Ordi- 
nary Russian burning oil has a slightly strong- 
er odor than American, but is freer from 
color than the latter. 

Russian oil, as now imported into this 
country, may be said to be a good burn- 
ing oil when used in the ordinary pet- 
roleum Jamps and wicks of the shops, although 
owing to its higher specific gravity it might 
not be thought so; but it makes up for lighter 
gravity by being more homogeneous than 
American, its most volatile hydrocarbons not 
differing very much in boiling point from its 
least volatile ones, 

Asa rule, when the American and Russian 
oils are compared in two lamps the fonts of 
which are quite full, the American givesa 
slightly stronger light than the Ruecsian; but as 
the consumption of oil proceeds, the illuminat- 
ing power inclines in favor of the Russian, the 
latter seeming to have a greater power of ac- 
cending the wick than the American. 

So far Russian petroleum burning oil has 
made but little headway inthiscountry. Tho 
fact is that the first shipments that mado their 
way here of Russian kerosene were so bly 
refined as to create at the outset a strong pri j- 
udice against it. It was only brought over in 
inferior barrels, the glue with which they wero 
lined becoming dccom posed and further dete- 
riorating the quality of theoil, Allthishcs 
now been overcome, and recent importations 
in bulk, in tank steamers, have left but litile 
to be desired as regargs quaiity. 

The price of American “Royal Daylight” pe- 
troleum is however 80 low, and there is sucha 
small difference between its value in Hogland 
and that of Russian, viz., about a penny per 
galion dearer than Russian, that there is not 
sufficient inducement for the dealers to push it 
in lieu of American. 

To Russia we owe the new system of succeés- 
fully carrying oil in bulk across the seas, thero- 
by saving freight and conducfog to greater 
celerity of loading and despatch, and also 
avoiding deterioration from contact in inferlor 
giued barrels. The experiment of Janding a 
cargo of Russian oil in bulk in Liverpool! has 
recently been tried with success 8s. 8s. Petriana, 
which success would have been greater had 
there been tank storage accommodation in 
that port to receive it, instead of delivering it, 
as had to be done, directly into barrels. 

The Americans some years ago tried the bu'k 
system of transport across the ocean, but failed 
in it, but following the examp!e of Kussia, they 
have renewed their efforts and have recently 
sent several cargoes of oil across the Atlantir 
in bulk, which have all safely arrived. 

In order to further develop the Russian pe 
troleum industry, what is mainly wanted now 
is increased transit facilities from Baku, The 
present transit for Western Europ: is by the 
Trans Caucasian Railway from Baku to Ba- 
toum on the Black Sea, and a portion of this 
rail-line has to cross what is called the Suram 
Pass, the gradients over which are so steep 
that only a very limited number of wagons cau 
be conveyed over it ut one tims, and the car. 
riage in consequence Is very «xpensive. 

In order to cheapen the route from Baku t 
Batoum it is now proposed to lay a pipe line 
the whole distauce of about 500 miles, on the 
principle of the American pipe lines, having 
pumping stations at stated distances along the 


route. It willtake about three years to com- 
plete, but when finished must vastiy increase 
the export of Russian petroleum products, and 
may ultimately lead to Batoum itself, on the 
Black Sea, becoming a great refining center. 
At present the price of Russian crude oil at 
the wells is as Jow as 12d per ton, or about 
one twenty-second of a penny per gallon, 
against American at the wells about 34d per 
allon, and it is this excessively low price of 
Bussian crude that causes the present digas- 
trous depression amongst its producers and re- 
finers.—Pharm. Jour. and Trans.

This pat- 
ent has been purchased by the Standard Char- 
coal Company, and has already been put insuc- 
cessful opearation forsome time, They have 
now the following plants working: One in Eik 
Creek, Mich., operating for five years; one in 
Goodrich, Tenn,, operating three years; one in 
Calera, just finished; one in Decatur, one in 
Nashvillé, and one in Montgomery, building. 
Some of these require 3,000,000 of brick in build- 
ing. This corporation has amply demonstrated 
the financial success of the proces:, and have

The plan of the company is to organizea 
stock company there which will furnish $50,000 
cash capital. This is to be secured by first 
mortgage bonds, the parent company getting 
$50,000 stock, secured by second mortgage 
bonds.

In this process 
the heat comes from outside the oven and 
about 50 per cent of the wood is preserved.

The pig lead market is much firmer and 
prices are tending upward, owing to the with- 
drawal of a number of buyers. The demand, 
also shows improvement. Since cur last 
about 600 tons have changed hands, princi- 
pally for May and June, at $4 3(@4 40 for com- 
mon. The latter at the close was nominally 
quoted at $445, and refined at 44. Messrs. 
Everett & Post, writing from Chicago under 
date of the 6th inst, say: The week just closing 
has develop2d considerable interest in all the 
centers. Consumers generally have come for- 
ward and purchased quite liberally when they 
could get it, and prices are very firm, with 
much more tone on part of sellers. The Chica- 
go market dragged along during the first part 
of the week, with but little of interest to note. 
Latterly, under quite free buying in St. Louis 
and New York, values have improved and sales 
foot up some 6(0 tons at 444c. Market closes 
strong at 4150 asked, and but little offering. 
At 8t. Louis some 1000 tons have gone into the 
hands of consumers and speculators at from 
4c to 4.100, and a very noticeable improvement 
is visible in demand from local consumers. 
The market closes strong at 4.10c bid and 4}4c 
asked. 

In white lead the situation is practically the 
same as for some time past. The local cor- 
roders report that they have about all they can 
do to fill orders and are not disposed to accept 
lower prices except where it is necessary in or- 
der to hold territory ip which outside manu- 
facturers are particularly active. We under- 
stand that Western lead is offering in the East 
5éc in quantities to suit, but the Eastern cor- 
roders do not name less than 534c and this is 
exceptional,the general quotations being 5 79@ 
5 85c according to size of order and date of de- 
livery 


American Oxide of Zinc. The market on 
this article contains no special features, and 
nothing of note has occurred during the past 
week. The jobbing demand which has existed 
has been a fair one, and has been at figures 
previously quoted by us, namely: Domestic at 
4@4}¢c as to quality, French zincs at 65gc for 
dry Antwerp red seal 1n bbls of 22014 lbs and 
7c for dry Paris green seal. Discounts on 
French are as follows: To buyers of 10 bbl lots 
of one or assorted grades 1 per cent, 20 bbls 2 
per cent. and 50 bbis 4 per cent. No discount 


is allowed on less than 10 bb! lots, and discounts 
include brokerage. 


Dry Colors. 
REDS. 

Englieh Venetian Red. A slight increase has 
been felt in the paint market since our last 
report, but dealers agree that it is not really 
what it ought to be, and naturally look for the 
cause. A greuter partof this must be laid at 
the door of the new law, while the backward 
weather must take ita share of the responeibi’- 
ity. Brighter prospects, however, are in view, 
and a much better trade is looked for at an 
early date, Eoglish Venetian Reds have come 
in for their fullshare of the current jobbing 
demand, which has been a very fair one. Quo- 
tations are nominally the same and are as fol- 
lows: $145@1 5C for special brands in round 
lots, and for smaller parcels $1 45@1 50 is asked, 
according to maker. Domestics are meeting 
with a fair Jobbing demand and are quoted at 
the following unchanged rates, namely, 2c@

livery. 

Qu cksilver Vermilion—Though it is intimat- 
ed that one dealer is asking an advanced price, 
the general market is unchanged and the fig- 
ures in our last are still quoted. A fair de- 
mand has existed though it has not reached 
any great proportions, but has been in sympa- 
thy with the balance of the market and has 
consisted entirely of Jobbing packages. We 
still quote 184g@50c for round lots as to make 
and quantity, 49}4@5lc in bags, and 51@52c for 
smalier parcels.

The quotations do 
not vary, however, from our previous report 
and are for French or Italiau 1@154c per lb and 
for the best Southern 74c. Lower grades are 
quoted at 5éc. 

Terra Alba.—Most of the trade would appear 
to be going to American goods, though French 
is firm ani wellsold. There does not seem to 
be much coming out. No special features have 
presented themselves and no change in prices 
can be noted. We quote for French 70c per 100 
ibs, for No. 1 American 65@68c per 100 lbs, and 
No. 2 at 483@450 per 100 lbs, with a fair jobbing 
trade ensuing. 

Whiting—No new business of importance 
bas been done inthisarticle. A fair trade has 
been indulged in, and shipments have taken 
place on orders previously placed. No change 
cap be noted in quotations and though the 
market seems firm, no prospect of higher 
prices is evident. Values remain steady at 35@ 
40c for commercial and 55@60c for gilders’. 


Clues. 

There continues to be a fair demand for all 
grades of glue although less uniform than for 
some weeks back and especially in foot grades 
there has been some irregularity, lower prices 
obtaining in a few lines, Hide stock glues 
continue firm and there is a full average sale. 
Foreign giues are in full supply and the de- 
mand is moderate.

International Ultramarine Works 
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Analysis of Glass. 


As it is frequently important for a manufac- 
turer to ascertain the ingredients making up 
certain kinds of glass which he may want to re- 
Produce, the following is given by Rontemps 
as one of the most reliable methuds be has 
found during his long experience as a glass 
maker: 

The glass must first be broken to pieces, then 
reduced to powder iv a steel mortar, Sieve and 
take away all metallic particles by means of a 
magnet; further pulverization may be contin- 
ued in an agate mortar. 

Take two grams cf the glass powder, put it 
intoa ;latinum capsule, Take a leaden vase 
of about 23 centimeters diameter and s:x deep, 
having a cover of same metal; spread upon the 
bottom of th's vase some pulverized fluoride of 
calcium; add asuflicient quantity of concen- 
trated sulphuric acid to form a thick batter, 
which must not rise above two centimeters 
above the bottom. Place upon this bottom a 
leaden ring 5 centimeters wide by 0 026 high. 
Upon this ring place the capsule containing 
the glass, and add a little water to it; 
then cover the vase. Warm eligbtly over a 
sani bath; the vapor arising wil cor dense into 
the water containei in the capsule, will attack 
the vitreous matter, and produce fluoride of 
Silicium, which will volwtiliz», Stir the matter 
now and then with a spatula. At the expira- 
tion of twelye hours, when the matter has been 
completely reduced, pour sulphuric acid into 
the capsule to transform the tluorides of the 
bases into sulphates. Evaporate to drynes®; 
expel the excess of sulphuric acid by means of 
heat; then treat the dry mass with water am- 
monia and carbonate of ammonia; boil, filter 
and wash in warm water. The residuum may 
contain su!phate of baryta, carbonates of lead, 
bismuth, lime, some alumina and oxide of 
iron. The filtered liquor coutairs the alkalies 
in the state of sulphates, traces of magnesia, 
ard an excess of carbonate of ammonia, mixed 
with su'phate. 

To separate the substinces contained ia the 
residuum, treat with dilute bydrochloric acid, 
which will dissolve all with the exception of 
the sulphate of baryta, which may be gath2red 
upon a filter; wash itand burn the filter in a 
platinum crucible. 116.6 of sulphate corr s8- 
ponds to 76.6 of baryta. The weight of baryto 
is to be deducted from that of the sulphate of 
baryta, according to tt is proportion. 

Pass sulphureted hydrogen through the acid 
filtered liquor, this will precipitate the su’- 
pburets of lead and b'smuth, then filter to sep- 
arate them fromthe liquor. Burn the flit-r 
ina porcelain crucible, sprinkle the matter 
with nitric acid, containing a iittle sulphuric 
acid to transform the lead into sulphate of lead, 
which is insoluble. The greater part of the 
free sulphuric acid is now driven: ff. The res- 
iduum is treated with water and filtered. £ul- 
phate of bismuthis thus separated from the 
sulphate of lead. According to the weight of 
sulphate of lead the quantity of oxide isa cal 
culated, 151.5 of sulphate of lead being «qual 
to 1115 of oxide of lead. Treat the acid sul 
phate of bismuth with carbonate of ammonia; 
the carbonate of bismuth thus obtained is cal- 
cined, and thereby produces oxide of bismuth, 
the weight of which is to be determined. The 
liquor, containing an excess of sulpbureted 


hydrogen, is boiled in order tO expel it; 
add a few drops of nitric aeid to 
oxidize the iron if there ehould' be 


any; then add caustic ammonia slightly 
in excess; this will produce alumina and pro- 
toxide of iron together. Ascertain the weight 
of this precipitate after having cvlcined it; 
then dissolve it in concentrated bydrocbloric 
acid and add an excess of caustic potash. The 
iron is precipitated while the alumina ig redis- 
solved. Filter, wash with boiling water, and 
ascertain the weight of the oxi-.e of iron; in 
subtracting it from the weight of the alumina 
and oxide of iron hereabove, the difference is 
the weight of the alumina. The iiquor now 
contains only lime, with traces of magnesia, 
which may be neglected. Add toit oxalate of 
ammonia, which will produce insoluble oxalate 
of the lime; filter, wash and calcine at a high 
heat capable of transforming the oxalate into 
a carbonate, then into caustic lime, the weight 
of which is ascertaixed. 

If zincis contained inthe g ass it will be 
found in the liquor containing the alkalies, and 
before dosing these alkalies the zinc should be 
precipitated by bydrosulphate of ammonia. 
The eulphuret of zinc is received on a filter, 
washed with water containing a few drops of 
hydrosulphate of ammonia; dry and burn the 
filter in a platinum capsule. Sulpbate of zinc 
is then obtained by a careful roasting. Weigh 
the zinc, 

To dose the alkalies, take the filtered liquor 
which contains them; evaporate to dryness; 
heat the residuum, in orderto get ridof the 
ammonia saite, which are volatilized. Treat 
with water and bydrate of baryta, which is 
added in sufficent quantity to precipitate all 
the sulphuric acid of the sulphates, and a little 
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magnesia, if thereshould be any, Filter, to 
separate the caustic potash anu soda which are 
in eolution with the excess of baryta; then add 
carborate of ammonia. Carbonate of potash 
and soda and carbonate of barytaare produced; 
filter, to separate the latter. Evaporate to dry- 
ness, and calcine toexpel the excess of car- 
bonate of ammonia, Finally, saturate the rest- 
duum with a few drops of hydrochloric acid. 
Evaporate to drynese, calcine, and weigh the 
chloride of potassium and of sodium. The 
chloride of potassium must now be separated 
from the chloride of sodium. 


Dissolve the two chlorides in asmall quantity 
of water, and poura concentrated dissolution 
of perchloride of platinum until the liquor 
turns a deep yellow. Evaporate the liquor to 
dryness, and operating with a cohol the double 
chloride of platinum and sodium is dissolved. 
There remaing the double chloride of potassium 
and platinum, which is gathered upon a filter. 
Wash it with alcohol and weigh it after desic- 
cation. 244 of the double galt are equivalent to 
74.5 of chloride of potassium. Knowing the 
weight of chloride of potassium and that of 
chloride of potassium and sodium united, the 
weight of the chloride of sodium is deducted, 
We now calculate the weight of the soda and 
potash contained in the glass, krowi-g that 
74.5 of chloride of potassium is e juivalent to 47 
of potash, and that 58.5 0f chloride of sodium 
is equivalent to 31 of soda. 


All the elements of the glass but the silica 
have now been ascertained, It may be ob- 
tained by difference, but it is always best to 
get it by a direct dosing, To obtain it, mix 2 
grams cf glass with about 6 grams of dry and 
pure carbonate of soda; melt in a platinum 
crucible ina mvuffi: fire. Put the crucible con- 
taining the wel! melted matter in a large por- 
celain capsule, with water and bydrochloric 
acid (ase nitric acid when the glass contains 
lead);the matter is dissolved with ¢ffervescense. 
When the dissolution is complete, take away 
the platinum crucible, wach it several timer, 
then evaporate all over a sand bath; heat 
pretty high toward the end. Pour over the 
evaporated matter hot water acidulated with 
one of the two acide; leave it to digest and dil- 
ute with water. All the metallic oxides are 
dissolved, and silica only remains as an in- 
soluble residuum. Gather it upon a filter, cal- 
cine it aftera good washing and weigh. 


To find sulphate of soda take tye 
liquor from which silica has been re- 
moved, and which must contain all the sul- 
phate of soda which is to be found in the gles; 
add an exces: of chloride of barium; boil fora 
long while, and let it settle for about twelve 
hours. Receive upon a filter the sulphate of 
baryta produced, and from its weight deduct 
the quantity of sulphuric acid, and conse- 
quently the equivalent quantity of sulphate of 
soda 

To obtain boracie acid, heat the pulverized 
matt«r with carbonate of soda to redness; boll 
the reddened mass with water. Filter, and by 
means of carbonate of ammonia the smail 
quantity of alumina and silicic acid which 
has been dissolved by the aikaline liquor 
is precipitated. Evaporate to dryness, 
treat with sulphuric acid, and digest the 
residuum with alcohol, which dissolves 
the boracic acid. Saturate the solution 
with ammonia, redden the residuum which 
contains the boracic acid, and then ascertain 
the weight. 

Toobtain magnesia use carbonate of soda. 
Magnesia +tiil remains in solution after having 
precipitated the lime by means of oxalate of 
ammonia, since it cannot be precipitated by 
apy of the reagents used until now. Concen- 
trate the fil‘'ered Iquor by evaporation; add 
phosphate of scda to it. After twenty-four 
hours all the magnesia, which iggathered up pn 
a fliterand washed with ammoniated water 
112 parts of this precipitate, calcined, ccrres- 
pond to 40 of magnesis. 

The analysis of glass is a very delicate opera- 
tin, and it is always well to ascertain the right 
dosing by repeating the operation several 
timer.—Bontemp's Guide de Verrier.

quantity copper precipitated by the zinc, 
This quantity multiplied by 1.0236 gives the 
amount of pure zinc contained in the sample. 

A solution is prepared which contains ex- 
actly 0.1 gram copperinl0cc, For this pur- 
pose pure copper nitrate is dried in a porcelain 
dish, and then ignited in a platinum crucible 
overa Bunsen burner. The resulting pure 
cupric oxide is cooled in a desiccator, and 12.519 
grams are weighed out and dissolved by the 
aid of heat in a slight excess of hydrochloric 
acid. The solutior is then diluted to one liter, 
and thus a normal solution containing 0,1 gram 
copper in 10 cc. is obtained. 

Vifty co. of this solution are placed intoa 
porcelain dish by means of a pipette. The acid 
solution is then neutralized by the addition of 
ammonium hydroxide, until a faint turbidity 
due to the precipitation of cupric hydroxide 
is produced, which no longer dissolves on stir- 
ring. When this point is reached, the solution 
should still show a faint acid reaction. Then 
0.4 grams of the zinc dust are added to the so- 
lution and a spira! of platinum wire, the end of 
which projects above the solution, is placed 
upon the zinc dust and is used for stirring from 
time to time. 

The zinc precipitates its equivalent of copper. 
At ordinary temperatures the decomposition is 
complete in one hour; when working witha 
platinum dish it is complete in ten minutes. 


The end of the reaction is easily distinguished 
by using another platinum wire, and touching 
with it the precipitate on the bottom of the 
vessel. If any undissolved zinc is present the 
wire is immediately covered with a black or red 
coating. Should the wire remain white and 
bright all zinc is dissolved and the reaction 
complete. 

The platinum wire is then removed and the 
adbering solution washed back into the dish, 
and then a few drops of acetic acid are added 
to render the solution containing the precipi- 
tated copper perfectly clear and transparent. 
The supernatant liquid is then poured intoa 
graduated cylinder bolding 100 to 200¢.c. The 
reduced copper and dish are washed with water 
and the wash waters added to the solution, 
which is finally diluted to 100 or 200 c.c. After 
mixing thoroughly any suspended matter pres- 
ent is allowed to settle. 

Ten c.c, of the clear solution are placed into 
axsmall flask and to this are added two to three 
times the quantity of pure hydrochloric acid. 
The acid solution is then titrated ata boiling 
heat with a solution of stannous chloride, 10c.c, 
of which correspond to about 0.4 gms. of cop- 
per. 

The resulting figure gives the quantity of 
copper contained in the original solution in 
excess. Subtracting this from the 05 gm. cop- 
per originally employed the weight of copper 
precipitated by the zinc is obtained, and mul- 
tiplying this by 1.0236, the quantity of zinc con- 
tained in 0.4 gms. zinc dust is found and from 
this the percentage is readily calculated. 

Silva, in speaking of the above method be- 
fore the Paris Chemical Society, stated that 
gocd results are obtained by it, provided the 
precaution is taken to remove any particles of 
iron, which may be present by means of a mag- 
net as has previously been proposed by M. 
Liebschuetz.— Chem. Techn. Ztg.

Vegetable Oils 

A very steady feeling prevails in the linseed 
oil market, and the undercurrent is firm but 
not strong enough to justify a change to higher 
figures. The movement is regular without any 
unusual features, A better trade was expected 
at this time but no complaint is heard. There 
is no pressure to sell from any direction, and 
Western crushers are mcre disposei to keep 
their product off this market until a better 
figure than 40c is realized. Signs of the times 
arein favor of an improvement in price; this 
indication is plainly visible, more particularly 
from the sparing manner in which Western oil 
is offered here even at 40c, and the better re- 
ports received froin the West. 


Cotton oil is moving along slowly without 
giving satisfaction to any one. Buyers are 
manifesting little interest. while holders are 
rather anxious to make sales. Offerings are 
therefore free and bids scarce. Some traders 
are at a loss to account for the indifference 
and easy feeling when stocks are alleged to be 
limited, but there seems to be plenty to go 
around and some to spare. The market has 
been devoid of any interesting features for 
weeks and the usual humdrum trading is be- 
coming monotonous, to relieve which many 
suggestions have been made but not carried 
out. Prime crude occupies 4 nominal position 
at 33c and off grades at 29@30c. The apathy 
will doubtless continue to exist until stocks 
have been pretty well cleaned up. Refiners 
are still buying crude, and from all indications 
there is not very much left to come forward, 
Soap stock isa drug onthe market because of 
the low value of greases, tallow and other 
soap materials. This season has favored soap 
makers at all events. The suits at New Or- 
leans have not been disposed of yet, but ac- 
tion is daily expected. 

Refined cotton oil has advanced in price ac- 
cording to the views of some holders, while 
free offerings on the other hand at easy figures, 
would indicate a lower tendency. Choice oil 
of course commands a premium and some fine 
samples are exhibited, but for the ordinary 
prime summer yellow 39c is the top price 
for lots of 100 bbls. Jobbing quanti- 
ties realize 40c which is also the asking 
price for cooking grades and white sum- 
mer oil in 650 bbi lots. As intimated at last 
writing, there has been a perceptible increase, 
in the sales of white summer oil to take the 
place of summer yellow, not that the latter is 
becoming unpopular, but because a difference 
of only le per gallon exists between the two. 
This is probably owing to white summer being 
in larger supply than usual this season. Do- 
mestic business is represented to be extremely 
dul), but a good inguiry is reported for ship- 
ment abroad. Small holders are manifesting 
more desie to realize; still there is an absence 
of forced business. Receipts of oil for the 
week were larger than usual, being 1,734 bbls. 
against 960 bbls for the week previous. No 
important transactions occurred during the 
week, and traders are hoping that something 
will occur to stimulate demand. We are wired 
from New Orleans thata quiet feeling reigns 
with no change to note in prices,

Menhaden fish oil is not wanted at the mo- 
ment for export, but some buyers for domestie 
use seem to have confidence in values, as 1,000 
bbls have been taken by the same source 
which bought a similar amount the week pre- 
vioug, but the terms were not learned. Most 
bolders ask 22, but it is claimed that 21ec will 
still buy. A lot of 200 bbis prime Southern was 
offered to-day at 20c. The market price will 
not be controlled by the combination until 
new crop oil is offered, hence  holid- 
ers of present supplies are at liberty to 
sell at any figure desired. Manufacturers 
seem to be well supplied with crude, and as the 
movement of pressed grades is very slow, their 
wants will not be important for some time to 
come, 

The report that a quantity of Japanese fish 
oil had arrived in this market is a mistake, as it 
turns out to be crude shark oil, the nominal 
value of which is 37c. Thereare 123 cases of 
this oil from Japan, and as it is the first ship- 
ment in some years, it is not yet known what 
particular use can be made of the article; but 
in all probability the oil can be utilized in 
compounding mineral lubricante, as it has a 
thick body and seems to be adapted for that 
purpose. 

Saponified and elaine oils are jobbing slowly 
at 33c, butina large way are offering at 30c. 
The recent large demand for elaine oil was 
from mills formerly using olive oil. 

Oleo oil is in very little demand for domestic 
use andas the export inquiry is principally 
confined to Chicago, dealers in this market 
find little trade to engage their attention. 
Prices are unchanged at 8@8¢c for prime.

of 22 gravity have stiffened in price owing to 
increased demand. The popularity of 25 grav- 
ity is remarkable; it suits so many lubricating 
Purposes that other oils are ignored in favor of 
it. But the outlet for 28 gravity is not enlarg- 
ing and values drag along as usual, in conse- 
quence, 

Smith's Ferry of 34 gravity is quoted at 74@ 
8}4c, according to holder, but the inside price 
is only accepted privately. The advanced 
Price of crude has caused manufacturers to 
advance their views, but there is no doubt of 
Tae causing a movement. 

Light filtered cylinder stocks are held at 
slightly higher prices, owing to the advance in 
price of Clarendon crude and low prices real- 
ized for burning oils. Some brands of 600 test 
are quoted at 19@20c, but stock in other hands 
can be bought at 18c, and it is inti- 
mated that Iic will buy. Dark filtered 
has a steady sale at a wide range of 
14@22c, according to test and brand, and 
most manufacturers claim that they realize 
16c for 600 test dark filtered. Dark steam has 
not yet been lifted from its obscurity, and it is 
questionable if necessary improvements in 
this grade would make it popular, as so much 
inferior stock has been on the market from 
time to time, and consumers are naturally sus- 
Picious of it from former experience. 

Black oils have certainly received a black 
eye from which it is difficult to recover. Vari- 
Ous efforts have been made to advance summer 
oil, but an inferior grade offered at lower 
prices has wrecked all hopes, It is conceded 
that nothing under éc will buy a prime oil, but 
there are offerings at 5i4c, and represented to 
be prime. Buyers are the judges. Some makes 
are held at 644c. The demand is very quiet, 
Cold test oils are nominal in vaiue. 

We learn that manufacturers of Scotch shale 
oil products on the other side are despairing of 
any improvement intheir trade. It was re- 
ported that an effort was made to get an un- 
derstanding on production and prices between 

those mgnufacturers and exporters of Ameri- 
can lubricants, but that the project fell through 
on account of so many struggling concerns 
in England that would have to be included in 
she agreement and therefore be a heavy weight 
to the mutual understanding. A survival of 
the fittest will determine the future course of 
the foreign markets. 


Oil Cake. 

The oil cake market has taken another down- 
ward course on account of an important ad- 
vanee in ocean freighte, while the condition of 
the foreign markets don’t justify a change in 
freights. Holders of western cake on spot 
want $2375 per ton but their views are not 
being met by shippers who are making inquir- 
ies on the basis of $23 25@23 50. It is reported 
that some business was done at the latter figure 
but holders today were not inclined to enter- 
tain it, although it is said that out-of-town 
cake can be bought to arrive at $2325. City 
cake is held at $24 per ton. 


Oll Seeds. 

The Chicago flaxseed market has been doing 
better. At the date of our last issue seed sold to 
$107 tor No.1 casb,and a better demand, to 
$107% bid for seller May, and $1(6 bid for 
seller the year. More inquiry was to be noted 
on Wednesday, and the market closed firm at 
$107 for No. 1 on track, with $1 0744 paid on 
track and $1 07% for seller May. On the fol- 
lowing day flax was scarce for cash and higher 
bide failing to bring on any sale, with No, 1 
cash wanted at $1 08 on any track and at $1 08% 
paid for one car, and $109 paid for St. Paul 
track, while to $1 0844 was bid for May and few 
willing to sell for less than $1 10. 

A change occurred on Saturday, when flax 
was hardly mentioned for cash and few cars 
offered for sale, and to lower prices were 
named at $1 03 for rejected and $1 074 for No. 
1 on track, while seller May sold from $1 0734to 
1 0744, and dull. 

The foreign movement of flaxseed from the 
West has been comparatively small. Exports 
from Chicago since January 1 were 103,911 lbs, 
against 2,407,687 Ibs same period last year. 





Wax, Candies, Lara, Tallow, Etc 

The domestic movement of parafline wax is 
light, but shipments to the other side continue 
heavy,and this keeps the stock reduced, Prices, 
however, are still hanging in an uncertain bal- 
ance,and wavering according to views of hold. 
ers and desire of buyers to operate. Crude wax 
of 180 test is scarce, but not wantedto any im- 
portant extent, while 126 and 128 melting point 
is in liberal supply and slow of sale at former 
quotations of 4@i}¢c. Refined paraffine wax is 
steady at the old range of values, and has but 
a limited inquiry. Neutral wax is not moving 
except on previous contracts. 

The lard market is slightiy lower than this 
time last week and almost devoid of activity, 
but more business has been transacted here 
during the past few days than in Chicago, 
where speculators have given the market a rest 
for obvious reasons. Western steam has been 
difficult to move and is quoted at 7 25c, while 
city steam is held at 6%0@# 95. The spot de- 
mand isvery slow. kKefiued lard is lower at 
7 8734@7 80c. 

Lard stearine keeps up in price and sells wel. 
for prompt delivery at 8¢c for prime city 
Oleo stearine is held at 7}4c with 7c bid. 

The tallow market is slightly firmer in tone 
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but unchanged in price, the asking price being 
8%c and bids 3 13-16c. 

Greases are nominally steady at 344@é4c, for 
brown and 4@5c for white. 





Naval Stores. 


Spirits Tarpentine—The week which closed 
on Saturday night proved rather a disastrous 
one for holders of this article. From 38c on 
Monday the market dropped steadily, first by 
fractions and then by whole figures, until by 
the close of the week it had fallen toa nominal 
quotation of 3444c, The main cause of this was 
the weak and unfavorable reports (to holders) 
which came from the Southern markets, to- 
gether with the fact that the stock here had 
reached over 1,000 bbis. As tie decline 
began, buyers wishing to be on the 
safe side only purchased for immediate 
wants. Though holders would not show any 
outward evidence of their anxiety, yet it was 
perfectly plain that they were glad to let 
stocks go at a favorable figure, and lost no op- 
portunity to make a sale when it presented it- 
self. At the beginning of the present week 
though 3444c was the price asked, sales were 
made:t 34c; and though a certain figure was 
quoted, orders were taken at lower prices. The 
market to-day has been steadier, with stocks 
light and the demand fair, and the closing 
price was 35c. 

Rosins—The rosin market has continued! in 
the same strain as reported in last weeks issue. 
Low grades occasioned good demand, but were 
unobtainable in large parcels, and consequent- 
ly the business done was in small lots. A fair 
trading was also done in medium grades at 
regular rates. The outlet tor pales however 
was very small, and although the rates were 
lower, they occasioned very little inquiry and 
were very slow of sale, a few small jobbing 
orders were taken but this constituted the en- 
tire business. Though fresh supplies had ar- 
rived at the begining of the week they had not 
been sampled and buyers were awaiting these, 
and in all probability a large business will en- 
sue when they are sampled. To-day low grades 
were steady and wanted, but pales continued 
dull.

Turpentine Industry in France. 


An impression prevails in many quarters that 
the French rosin and turpentine industry is 
now almost extinguished; but such is by no 
means the case, although on the English mar- 
ket the French article has been superseded by 
that obtained trom the United States, says the 
Chemist and Druggist. But in France itself the 
national product is protected by a duty of 28 
per cwt. on foreign turpentine, which secures 
to the French commodity an undisputed su- 
premacy on the home market, and a not incon- 
siderable proportion of French rosin and tur- 
pentine still flads its way to other continental 
couptine, 

In France the turpentine and rosin industry 
is confined to two departments—the Gironde 
and the Landes, where the Pinus maritima 
covers large tracts of soil, one-third of the 
area of the Gironde (one of the largest depart- 
ments of the Republic) being overgrown with

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pine forests. In this latter department there 
are about sixty-five turpentine distilleries and 
in the Landes 116. 

To obtain the crude material—locally termed 
gomme—the operator, by means of a peculiar- 
ly shaped axe, makes a longitudinal incision in 
the tree, which process he repeats at intervals, 
the last incision being always higher than the 
preceding one, until, after four or five years’ 
working, a height of about 6 or 7 feet is reach- 
ed. From these incisions a resinous liquid 
exudes, and is collected in an earthenware pot, 
where, by exposure to air, it assumes a con- 
crete form, and is then taken to the distillery, 
usually situated in the center of the forest. A 
rough process of preliminary purification is 
mwenerally applied before the gomme is pviaced 
in a copper still, where, by the action of heat, 
the volatile oil of turpentine is separated from 
the residue, the lstter being known as colo- 
Phony or rosin. The annua! production of 
crude turpentine in southwestern France is 
estimated at about 14,000 tons, and varies but 
slightly from year to year, asall pine forests 
are carefully worked, and their area has been 
kept almost intact fora long time. From 30 to 
86 per cent. of the French product is exported, 
but outside France the American article leads 
the market, and the Bordeaux rosin exports 
show adecline from 135,712 cwt. in 1845 to 103,- 
636 cwt. in 1886. As the turpentine industry 
affords employment to a large number of per- 
sons in the Gironde and the Landes, the de- 
preesion in the Bordeaux export trade is se- 
verely felt there. Besides, such is the prepon- 
derant influence of the American industry 
that even in France the price of turpentine 
and resin is regulated by the London quota- 
tions,that market being the principal European 
depot for the American product. In common

with most articles of American produce or 
consumption the turpentine and rosin markets 
are very considerably influenced by specula- 
tive movements, and with a view to impart 
greater stability to the former—so far, at least, 
as their own country is concerned—tbe French 
color and varnish trades have recently taken 
steps to establish a revular market at Paria for 
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turpentine products. At present the French 
centers of this commerce are Dax, asmall in- 
land town of some 10,000 inhabitants in the de- 
partment of the Landes, and Bordeaux, which 
is the principal shipping port; but the local 
customs governing the trade in those towns 
are of so antiquated a nature as to seriously 


impede. it is anid, the welfare of te industry.

The week just closed has been devoid of in- 
terest and shows that, notwithstanding the 
lower carrying charges, the advance following 
this reduction could not be sustained. The 
speculation in certificates by outside parties 
has been very light, their attention being at- 
tracted by other :ecurities which possibly 
prove more profitable, or at any rate more al- 
luring. Trading has been very quiet, the total 
sales for the week footing up 7,016,000 bbls 
against 15,307,000 bbls during the week preced- 
ing. The clearances amounted to 20,377,000 
bbls, against 39,150,000 bbls for the previous 
week, while the total for all the exchanges 
amounted to only 42,373,000 bbls, against 
77,760,000 bbls for the preceding week. Prices 
have been gradually settling back to the mid- 
dle sixties, and it appears to be the general 
opinion that prices will drop back to the point 
from which they started when the announce- 
ment of lower carrying rates was made. The 
week's business resulted ina loss of 134c, the 
Opening price being 667 and the closing 655¢¢. 
The highest point reached was 67c on Wednes 
day last,and the lowest 65}4c, both un Wednesday 
and to-day, though the general tendency to- 
day was weak, while on Wednesday the market 
was buoyant, with a wider range of fluctua- 
tions. The bearish statistical situation, as 
shown by the altered relations of runs and de- 
liveries, has no doubt had much influence on 
the market, and as the news from the produc- 
ing regions may be expec ed to prove a bearish 
influence, the outlook for keeping prices near 
their present level is not encouraging to the 
producer. 

In the Washington field the Union Oil Com- 
pany’s No8 onthe Morgar farm, got through 
the sand on Thursday and started off at a 125 
barrels per day rate, but svon declined and on 
Saturday, after being treated to a liberal dose 
of glycerine, was made to yield 100 bbis per 
day. The Forest Oil Company’s No 13, on Barre 
farm, is also through the sand and doing 330 
bblsaday. McKeown No 14, on Munce farm, 
is full of oil and flowing by heads. His No 15, 
same farm, is nearly through the fifty foot 
with a small showing, and No 16 is drilling in 
the sand but shows no improvement. The 
Warfield wells are good gassers; there has been 
considerable talk of piping the gas to Cincin- 
pati from these wells, a distance of 170 miles. 
Ben Campbell’s Wade farm we!l is holding up 
remarkably well. It was stirred up witha 
shot and for a time spurted up to 46 bbls an 
hour, but soon settled down to 40 »bis an hour. 
The well at McGraw’s Run, southwest of New 
Alexandria, is dry. The production of this 
field on Saturday was 8,228 bbls. 

In the Reibold field the Phillips well on the 
Mays farm, three-fourths of amile ahead of 
developmen‘s on the Burchficli lease, found a 
thin, transparent und inferior sand, with no oil 
or gas. Hu & Co.’s well at Gibsonia is in the 
hundred foot. While pulling tubing at Root & 
Johnson’s well No. 1,on the Blakeley farm, 
on Thursday, the fire ran back from the boiler 
to the gas tank, which promptly exploded and 
set fire to the rig, completely destroying that, 
a string of tubing, sucker rods, machinery and 
two tanks nearly full of oil. The flames then 
communicated with Phillips 5,on the Markle 
farm, destroying that rig and one tank about 
half full of oil. Burchfield stirred up his No. 1 
on the Behm lease, which caused it to show 
some improvement. 

In the Lima field on Thursday the drill in the 
Wm. G Fee’s well No. 3, on the Ridenour & 
Pangle farm, about three miles south of Lima 
reached the Trenton rock. The gas was reached 
just before the crust was brvuken, and after 
drilling about ten minutes the well filled up 
with oil. Precaution had been taken and a 
saver had been put on and two-inch lead lines 
connected with a two hundred and fifty barrel 
tank. The oil commenced flowing through the 
lead lines into the tanks. Mr. Fee intended 
drilling the well deeper, but the tools became 
fastened and are still ia the well. The Buckeye 
Pipe Line placed a pumpat the well and re- 
lieved the tanks. The well is a steady flower 
aud is doing over two thousand barrels per day. 
Itis 600 feet south of number one. Following

From 
every section of Western New York comes in- 
telligence of increased excitement over oil and 
gas discoveries, At Collins Center and Zar 
Hollow intense excitement prevails. Every foot 
of territory for miles around has been leased. 
It is reported that oil has been discovered in 
Angola, At Fredonia a great find of gas is re- 
ported. At Cattaraugus great excitement 
prevails. The new gas well at Getzville is 
flowing 200,000 feet in twenty-four hours. The 
Warren Paragraph says that the Murphy well 
in Elk county, near Kane, which was kept a 
mystery, tapped the sand on Friday and is said 
to be good for about 15 bhbis. This opens up 
considerable new territory and is therefore 
important. Barnsdall has a well on top of the 
sand in same vicinity.

A Victory for the Consolidated 
Exchange. 

It will be remembered that for two years 
past the Consolidated Exchange bas been car- 
rying on a vigorous fight to obtain the govern- 
ing quotations of the New York Stoc« Ex 
change through the Commercial Telegram 
Company. The Consolidated Exchange bad 
previously forced the Commercial Company to 
furnish it with this quotation service. 

After this preliminary battle bad been fought 
the Stock Exchange attempted to wake this 
victory an empty one by throwing out the 
Commerciai Te.egram Company. 

This left the Consolidated Exchange in as 
bad a fix as ever, for though the Commercial 
Company was ordered to supply the quotations 
it bad no quotations to report. Thereupon 
couusel for the Consolidated, Messrs. Jobnes, 
Benner & Wilcox, after due consideration, de- 
termined to make the Stock Exchange a party 
to the suit. This was accordingly done. 

Ic was this matter which was argued before 
Judge Dykman at White Plains last month, and 
in which a decision was banded down last Sat 
urday. This sustains the injunction and affirms 
the responsibility of the Stock Exchange. 

The jubilation of ‘he victorious Consolidated 
may well be pardoned when the puwer and in- 
fluence of the Stock Exchange are taken iuto 
consideration. 

“This suit,’’ said one of the counsel ‘or the 
Consolidated, *'was inthe bands of Colonel In- 
gersoll, representing the Commercial Telegram 
Company: Mr. Carter, who appeared for the 
New York Stock Exchange, and Jobnes, Ben- 
ner & Wilcox for the Consviidated E xchange. 

“This means a great deal more than at first 
appears. If the decision at Special Term bears 
out the opinion of Judge Dykman the Stock 
Exchange will be torced to give quotations 
through the Commercial Telegram Company to 
the Consolidated and to the public. 

“The Stock Exchange will then vo longer bea 
secret society, but a public institution, subject 
to the demands of public policy. 

“The Court holds that the Stockh Exchange is 
estopped from denying a perpetual contract 
with the Commercial Telegram Company, and 
that public policy prohibits an exclusive con- 
tract such as contemplated by the Gold and 
Stock Telegraph Company. 

“This decision gives life to the Commercial 
Telegram Company, whose only raison d'etre is 
the transmission of the quotatione of the 
Stock Exchange, and it assures to the Consoli- 
dated Exchange a continuation of the quota- 
tions. F 

“This decision, of course, is not a final one, 
but it is regarded as very important. because it 
indicates the Court’s opinion of the law on the 
subject, and also as promising well for the 
plaintiffs when the final trial comes up in the 
fall.”

Natural Gas and Oil in Kansas. 


Robert Hay, U.8.G. 8., contributes to the 
fifth biennial report of the Kansas State Board 
of Ayriculture, an interesting essay on *Natu- 
ral Gasin Eastern Kansae,’’ which contains the 
fullest stutement regarding the bistory and ex- 
tent of the oil and gas regions of that State 
thus far given to the public. The history of its 
development is similar to the history in other 
places. Gas has been found in prospects for 
oil and has been developed from surface indi- 
cations—actual escapes from the soil or rocks 
—which have been known for long periode. 
Prof, Medge in his report for )864, states that 
petroleum both as oil and bitumen is found all 
down the eastern tier of counties from Atcbi- 
gon to Cherokee. A boring of 300 feet on the 
banks of the Wea, one mile from Paola, was 
made in 1874, In 1882 a well was bored on the 
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Westfall place, which gave gas in considerable 

quantity, The dritier, Mr.Warner, tnen formed 

the Kansas Oil and Mining Company under an 

old lease. This bas been changed to the Paola 

Gas Company. This company have acapital of 
$25,000. They have bored some wells about 

town, but three wells on the Westfall place are 
the sources from which they are now supply- 
ing gas asan illuminant and fuel tu the toWn 

of Paola, over seven miles distant. Tested by 

a steam gauge the gas haga pressure of sixty- 

six pounds tothe square inch. The depths at 
which ges is obtained in these wells varies from 

283 to 304 feet. Fort Scott has begun the use of 
natural gas and bas “struck oil” ina we II yield 
ing four barrels per day. Southwest of that 
town, on the banks of the Marmaton river, gas 
has been escaping for at Jeast a quarter 
of a century. The Fort Scott Economy 
Fuel Company, of which Major Koapp is the 

superintendent, has drilled four wells, three of 
which are yielding an abundant supp ly of gae. 
The three productive wells form the apices of 
atriangle nearly equilateral, whose sides are 
just under 7(0 feet in lengtb. The distance 
from town is little, as the farm abuts on the 
city boundaries. Mains bave been laid, and the 
vas is now in use in Fort Scott boteis, private 
houses, etc. At Wyandotte, or in what is now 
Kansas City, Kan., there are three wells of 
which the gus is being utilized—one at » flour 
mill, one at a planing mill and one at the 
pressed brick works. At the two formr the 
gas is turned into the !u nace uoder the steam 
boiler, and is estinated to save from 10 to 20 per 
cent of the coal. Atthe brick works it is used 
in the same way, and saves ®) per cent of the 
cual. Another well at Wyandotte is blowing 
off gas and some oil, which are not utilized at 
all. There are also wells at Iola, La Cynge, 
Girard and Independence. 

Gas in small quantities has been noticed else- 
where, and oil has similarly been found as far 
west as Manbattan, aud many tewaos sre now 
prospecting for gasand oil. Ottawa is about 
to begin, and a company has been formed for 
the purpose at Wichita and at Quenemo. 

Over the border, in Missouri, oil and tar 
springs and wells have long been known. 
There is a was weli, not utilized,in Vernon 
county, fourteen miles east of northeast from 
Fort Scott, and six miles north cf Deerfield, 
and in Kansas City there are several, some of 
which ere utilized. One owned by Mr. Dietz is 
used for burning lime: another jliuminates and 
warms the barns and house of Dr Ridge: a 
third, 400 feet deep. is at the residence of Mr. 
Tobener.— Aye of Stel.

Analytical Examination of Resins. 


G. KLIEBHAHN. 

The best metho! of distingu'shing the differ- 
ent resins, consist in determining their solubil- 
ity in various solvents, and their behavior with 
acetic acid, sulphuric acid and nitric acid, boil- 
ing solution of sodium hydroxide and ammo- 
nium bydroxide, 

The resing are finely pulverized, and tben 
treated with three times their volume of the 
solvent, at a temperature of 24-31 deg. C. 

Copal, damar and colopbony melt quickly 
when heated. 

Amber, shellac, elemi, sanderac and mastic 
swell uo when heated. Io boiliag water, colo- 
phony forms a seml-tiuid mase; shellac, mastic, 
elemi and damar bake together; sandarac, 
copal and amber remain uncoanged. 

Alcohol readily dissoives mastic, sbeliac, san- 
darac and colophony, with difficulty elemi. 
Damar and amber are not acted upon. Vuopal 


bakes together. 

Damar, colophony, mastic, elem: end san- 
darac are readily soluble in ether, while shel- 
lac and amber are insoluble. Copal swells in 
etrer. 

Carbon disulphide dissolves damar and col- 
ophony readily, mastic, elemi, and sandarac 
with difficulty; amber and shellac are iasoluble. 

Oil of turpentine dissoives sandarac, elemi, 
damar and mastic; copal swells; amber and 
shellac are insoluble. 

Benzol dissolves damar, mastic and colc- 
phony; sandarac and elemi are difficultly solu- 
ble, and amber, shellac and copal are not acted 
upon. 

Petroleum etber dissolves damar and mas- 
tic readily; colophonoy, elemi an‘! sandarac with 
difficulty; does not dissolve shellac, amber and 
copal. 

In acetic acid, colopho»oy rwells, while the 
other resins remain uncbaoged. 

Sulphuric acid dissolves all resin, turning 
brown and causing decomposition. Damar 
when treated with sulphuric acid assumes a 
bright red color 

Nitric acid colors mastic and sandarsc light 
brown; + lemi, dirty yellow 

Sodium hydroxide readily dissolves shellac, 
colophony with difficulty; does .0t attack the 
other resins. 

Concentrated ammoniu un hydroxide dissolves 
colophony easily, mastic, sandarac end copal 
swell up rrior to dissolving; amber, sheliac 
damar and elemy are not dissolved.— Ally.

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Mixed Fertilizers of Saltpeter and 
Superphosphates. 


A. ANDOUARD. 

Chemists who are tamiliar with the analysis 
of fertilizers, recognize the mixtures of nitrates 
and superphosphates by their characteristic 
odor of nitrous vapore, but I do not know, 
whether tiis fact has been a cause for cunsider- 
ing whether any importance is to be attached to 
the loss of nitrogen in such fertilizers. I will 
give a few examples, which will distinctiy 
show the importance of this matter. 

About the end of May,1886,a mixture of Chili 
saltpeter and mineral superphosphate, which 
was very carefully prepared, was delivered to a 
uumbér of farmers. According to contract, it 
contained 6 per cent of saltpeter nitrogen. 
After a short time, the fertilizer did no longer 
contain the requisite amount, and the percent- 
age decreased from week to week. A few fig- 
ures will show the loss as observed by me.

At the same time, a similar mixture prepared 
from the ‘same constituents, so as to contain 
originally 2 per cent of nitrogen, in,three weeks 
Was reduced to 072 per cent, nitrogen,

Finally a third sample, which directly after 
being prepared, contained 2 per cent. nitrogen, 
was reduced by 1°16 per cent. nitrogen in less 
than two weeks. 


In several samples, the decomposition was so 
violent, that the mass of the fertilizer, was 
swelled by the evolution of the nitrous gases. 
When I introduced such a mixture into a bot- 
tle, provided with a tube terminating under 
water, [ was able in the course of a few days, 
to collect several c.c. of gas, which was rich in 
hyponitric acid, 


To make sure that this decomposition always 
takes place, I prepared a number of samples, 
consisting of mixtures of Chili saltpeter and 
superphosphate from bones or mineral phos- 
phates, and kept them at a temperature of 
about 25 deg.C. In a month these mixtures 
lost from 6 to 20 per cent. of their original salt - 
peter nitrogen, and 17 to 33 per cent. of their 
organic nitrogen. 


Other mixtures, which contained aramonium 
sulphate, in the same time lost from 5 to 15 per 
cent. of their ammonium nitrogen, in addition 
to the loss of saltpeter and organic nitrogen. 

If fertilizers of this kind, when prepared in 
small quantity, and protected against rise of 
temperature suffer such logs, what may not 
be expected from the mixtures prepared on a 
large scale, which are often exposed to the di- 
rect heat of thesun, The free phosphoric acid 
sulphuric acid and hydrofluoric acid, which 
they contain, liberate the acid of the saltpeter. 
and this escapes as such, or after it has been 
reduced by the oxidizable bodies, such as bone 
mass, pyrites, ammonium salts, &c. This de- 
composition begins at a temperature of 25—3u 
deg. C., and after it has once been induced, will 
continue even at 12—16 deg. C. 

It is therefore an error to mix nitrates with 
superphosphates in preparing mixed fertilizers. 
The decomposition takes place rapidly when 
the mixture is thorough. It can only be re- 
tarded by using the nitrate in large Pieces, that 

is, in a condition, in which its uniform distribu- 


tion in the soil is impossible.—Compt, re

Precipitated Phosphates from Crade 
Rock, 


Witbout any desire at this moment to discuss 
the merits or defects of superphosphates, we 
think it may probably interest some of our 
readers to know ot a process lately patented 
in Germany by Messrs. Haenisch & Schroeder 
for the manufacture of precipitated phoe- 
phates from any kind of the ordinary crude 
rock, says the Engineering and Mining Journal. 

The rough material being first reduced to a 
veryifine powder, is treated with just sufficient 
sulphuric to transform the 


any {ree lime into sulp’ 





subjected to the action of aqueous sulphurous 
acid, which dissolves only the tri- calcium phos- 
phate and leaves the other constituents as 8 
sediment. 

The clear liquid is decanted and subjected to 
a gentle heat; sulphurous acid is given off and 
reabsorbed ia water—by means of a simple me- 
chanical device—the phosphate itself being 
precipitated washed, dried, and passed through 
a disintegrator. 

The preliminary treatment prevents the 
combination of the carbonate or free lime 
which would otherwise take place with the 
sulphurous acid, and averts the formation of a 
mixture of calcium sulphite in the final pro- 


duct. 
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The Use of Refined Slag in the Man- 
ufacture of Glass. 
BY A. D, ELUERS, HOBOKEN, N. J, 


The technical value of refined s'ag is mainly 
due to the circumstance that its constituents 
are so chemically combined as to more ener- 
getically promote the fritting and the fusion of 
mineral compositions than is the case when 
they are combined in different proportione, or 
when they are not in previous combination. 
Singulo or monosilicates, 80 called, on account 
of the quantitative relations in which the silica 
stands to the basic components, can not be 
produced by direct methods, at least not for 
manufacturing purposes, but are produced in 
an impure condition, and in immense quanti- 
ties, as refuse or slag. When such slag has 
been freed from the characteristic impurity, 
sulphur, which so greatly impairs its usefu!- 
ness, and from matter which is not in constitu- 
tioval connection, it becomes refined slag. The 
monosilicate constitution, as applied to the 
principal ingredient of the slag is, in round fig- 
ures, 35 per cent of silica and 65 per cent of 
lime, but when other bases are present besides 
lime, such as magnesia (MgO) and alumina, as 
is usually the case, the total silica of the re- 
fined compound is, in the average, nearer to 39 
per cent. 

The natural monosilicates of an approximat- 
ing composition bave either a large percentage 
of alumina, and then are not energetic fluxes, 
or have so much iron in combination that their 
use asa fiux is restricted to the manufacture 
of those products in which such impurities are 
not ubjectionable. The peculiar advantage 
which can be derived from the use of a non- 
alkaline monosilicate flux, when it is sufficient- 
ly pure for such productions as that of color- 
less glass, or of white china, is therctore not 
readily inferred from the behavior of any of 
the raw materials which have been thus far 
known, and much lees so from the behavior of 
the crude slag in its vitiated sulphurous con- 
dition. The sulphur assists the formation, but 
also blunts the saturating energy of the formed 
siag, which is very fortunate for the lining of 
the furnaces in which the slag is produced, for 
refined molten slag makes very short work of 
the most approved fire-biick, unkss it finds 
some other silicious substance to act upon, 

For the purpose of illustrating the proper 
functions of refined slag, the composition of 
good window giass affordsan example. Such 
giass contains about 70 per cent of silica, 13 per 
cent of lime, and 17 per cent of alkalies and in- 
cidental admixtures; its hardness and elastic- 
ity, a8 Well as its resistance to acids, increase 
with the percentage of the silica and, as against 
alkaline and metallic bases, with that of the 
lime; but the refractoriness of the raw compo- 
sition or batch, and the expense of nielting or 
boiling it properly, increase in a similar ratio. 
These difficulties are lessened to some extent 
when the lime and a part of the silica—sand or 
pulverized quartz—which enter into the com- 
positiou of the batch, are already in chemical 
combination, as, for instance, when the natural 
bisilicate Wollastonite is used, which contains 
about 62 per cent of silica to 48 per cent of lime, 
The Wollastonite can be used in the above 
giass-composition without raising the lime of 
the latter above 13 per cent; to the extent of 
about 27 per cent, and the refined slag can be 
used in the same manner to the extent of from 
20 to 22 per cent. The Wollastonite, however 
though it melts quicker than quartz and lime, 
is more sluggish in the meited state, and does 
not assimilate readily with the rest of the 
melted mase, whereas the retined slag reacta so 
energetically that 5 to 10 per cent of it hag more 
effect on the state of fusion and assimilation of 
the tota! mass than “7 per cent of Woillastonite; 
or, to express it in another way, thesame quai - 
tity of a compound, consisting of 13 parte of 
lime and7 parts of silica, can dissolve more 
than twice as much of silica ag that of another, 
which is composed of 13 parts of lime and 14 
parts of silica. 

This saturating energy of the monoailicate is 
similar to the force of motion by which a 
stone can be broken with one blow, when two 
strokes of half the power could not break 
it; for the bisilicate compound, which is ob- 
tained by melting refined slag and quartz, is 
just as sluggish in ite bebavior when itis re” 
melted with more quartz, or with other ingre- 
dients of the glass batch, as natural bisilicates 
of corresponding compos:.tion. 

For economical reasons, refined slag can not 
be used to any larger extent for the composi- 
tion of ordinary glass batches, in which crude 

and cheap alkalies are employed, than that in 
which its efficiency for reducing the expense 
of the process of boiling is an equivalent for 
its cost, and that proportion will, presumably, 
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not average above 5 per cent.; but in compo- 
sitions in which it can be used to replace, in 
part, refined alkalies, borates and oxides of 
lead, which exceed its cost by from fifty to 
four hundred per cent., its substitution to the 
fullest possible extent, is as well a questi>n of 
economizing in first cost, as of improving the 
quality of the ware it is destined to pr >uce. 
These replacements are of especial importance 
in giazing and enameling pottery, which, being 
used for culinary purposes, is liable to beccme 
corroded by the action of fatty acid ; but 
apart from this, the fritting energy of refined 
siag makes it particularly serviceable in pot 

tery manufacture. It induces a more thor- 
ough combination of the usual components of 
the bodies, from the finest porcelain down to 
fire brick, by less firing, and in new and more 
advantageous proportions. These facts have 
all been experimentally tested and approved 
by leading practical manufacturers in almost 
every branch of the industry. 

The only theoretical objection which can be 
made to the use of refined slag in the manufac- 
ture of glass is that glass which contains sev- 
eral non-alkaline bases is usually more liable to 
devitrify than that which contains only one, 
and that this multiplicity of bases would be in- 
troduced with the refined slag, which contains 
lime, Magnesia end alumina. The results of 
many tests which bave been made in that di- 
rection—the compositions having been melted 
ina porcelain kiln in which they had to cool 
very slowly—do nut indicate that magnesia and 
alumina, in those small proportions in which 
they are thus introduced, have any such ten- 
dency, vor is it quite certain that devitrifac- 
tion in general is owing to the nature or kind 
of the substances which have been combined, 
rather than to the state of combination in 
which the substances were before they became 
absorbed In the new compound. It is certainly 
evident that the magnesia and alumina of the 
monosilicate must assimilate more thoroughly 
with the mass than the same substances do 
when they are derived from a sluggish com- 
pound or from one which only dissulves at a 
more advanced stage of the boiling. - Eng. & 
Min. Jour.

been made in our previous reports, without, 
however, resulting in many important changes. 
It is interesting to note in this connection that 
quinine is developing a very weak tone, and 
holders are showing much more anxiety to 
meet buyers than they did a week or two ago. 
Opium is again showing strengtb, but the mar- 
ket here responds very slowly to the improved 
feeling cabled from the other side. The fol- 
lowing changes have occurred since our last:

The market has become much firmer since 
the date of our last issue owing to stronger ac- 
counts from the primary markets. A cable re- 
ceived today from Smyrna reports an advance 
there to 12s for Tallequale and 13s for Carrahis- 
sar, the upward tendency being due to drouth 
in the growing regions. In the expectation of 
higher prices buyers here have manifested 
more interest during the past few days and 
quite an active business has been done on home 
and export account, the reported transactions 
aggregating 120 cases at private prices but 
supposed to be at $3 75@3 80. This morning it 
was said that some lots might still be picked 
up at $380, but up to the close we found no 
sellers below $3 85 while up to $4 00 was asked in 
some instances. Powdered has sold up to $5 20 
but $5 at the date of present writing seems to 
be a fair price. 

Morphine has not shared in the improvement 
with the gum, though outside holders do not 
now appear to be so esnxious to effect sales at a 
concession of 10c on the manufrcturers’ prices. 
Scotch is now in stock, with Smith's offering 
at $2 65 in ounces and $2 80 in eighths. 


Quinine. 

There seems to be a weak feeling among the 
holders of quinine which the result of to-day’s 
sale of bark in London has served rather to in- 
crease than lessen. Early in the week there 
were free offers of the best foreign brands at 
424@43c without buyers, but pending the re- 
ceipt of news from London to-day sellers were 
inclined to hold back, and until late this after- 
noon 43@44c were the best prices named 
although there were buyers of considerable 
quantities ready to pay 42}¢0. Cables came 
this afternoon reporting that the sale had gone 
off at unchanged prices, the quantity disposed 
of being variously reported as 2,450 to 2,700 
bales East India out of the 3,100 offered 
and 120 bales of the 20 bales South 
American offered. This news had a depressing 
effect upon holders,and at the close one at 
least wes prepared to accept 42}¢c for 15,000 ozs 
of the favorite brands. Earlier in the week a 
similar quantity sold at 424¢c. The domestic 
manufacturers have as yet made no change in 
their quotations, though a vague rumor has 
been in circulation for several days past to the 
effect that they were about to announce a de- 
cline. 

The receipts of quinine for the week have 
been 29,900 ozs entered at the Custom House, 
and 4 cs for St. Louis.

Shipping Extract of Cinchona In- J 
stead of Bark. 


Experiments have been made in Java to pre- 
pare an extract of cinchona coptairing all the 
alkaloids, which is to be shipped abroad and 
sold to the makers of quinine. This, it is ar- 
serted, will do away with the expense involved 
in the carrisge of « large bulk of inert matter, 


For the first experiment, 10 kilograms o \ 


bark were selected, containing fully 6 per cent 
of alkaloids. By means of quick-lime and ex- 
traction with boiling alcoho), a concentrated 
alcoholic extract was prepared which, by an- 
alysis, was found to contain about 60 per cent, 
of alkaloids, the residuary mass being almost 
entirely exhausted. This extract is pro- 
visionally called “quinium.” It has been 
sent to the Netherlands for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether it can be practically used 
in the manufacture of cinchona alkaloids.

The first week of May contains little of 
promise to importers and dealers in chemicals. 
The depression which settled over the market 
shortly after the new law regulating commerce 
between the States went into effect, early last 
month, gives no sign yet of rising, and in all 
departments there is the same complaint of 
dullness. Prices keep up wonderfully well uo- 
der the strain of such a long period of inac- 
tivity, but in the case of imported merchan- 
dise this may be attributable largely to the 
firmness of ocean freights. Special features, 
as has been the case for some weeks past, are 
seldom met with in any line. In the heavier 
goods we find that carbonated soda ash is atrifle 
easier on the spot, while high test is a few 
Points lower. Caustic soda ash about holds its 
own, while thirty-six per cent. refined alkali is 
procurable at a little less moncy. Newcastle 
48 per cent soda ash has sold at rather higher 
figures on the spot, being temporarily scarce. 
Caustic soda ash has stiffened up again. Eng 
lish sal soda is firmer. In the miscellaneous 
chemicals there is little new to report, and the 
same may be said of the acids, while the pot- 
ashes and other fertiliz ‘r salts are all very dull- 
the tendency of prices in several instances is in 
buyers’ favor. 
report a quiet market for ali the heavy chem- 
icals except caustic soda in which a large busi- 
ness has been done. Business on American ac- 
count was checked on account, probably, of 
the advance in ocean freights of which previ- 
ous mention has been made. Messrs. G. & L,

vals. The demand, however, shows no im- 
provement, trade if anything being even slow- 
er than at the date of our last report. Only 
occasional sales are made and these are of the 
smallest amounts consistent with the actual 
requirements of the buyers. The transactions 
reported were at 1 25@1 27}4c. Holders are not 
disposed to offer any inducements to buyers op 
lots to arrive owing probably to the stiffness of 
ocean freigbts. The quotations for lots to ar- 
rive, therefore, remain 1 25@1 27}éc as to brand 
and quantity.

Prices are somec 
what easier on the spot, and smali sales are re- 
ported at 115c,though in some cases 1 20c is still 
realized, the difference depending upon seller 
and quantity. For B M 48 per cent the jobbing 
demand is fair, and 58 per cent sells to a mod- 
erate extent. The former is still quotable at 
1 17}44@1 20c, and the latter at 115@1 l74c. The 
reported sales of both kinds aggregate 150 tons 
witbin the range, 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent is scarce on 
the spot,and so far as we can Jearnthere is 
nothing offering from store or dock. In a 
small way up to 1 32i¢c has been paid within a 
few days, though lots to arrive are procurabie 
at 120@1 224%c. There is little demand, the 
principal buyers appearing to haye all they re- 
quire for the present, and showing no interest 
in future supplies while ocean and inland 
freight remain at their present high level. In 
high test we have heard of jittle or nothing 
doing, prices remaining nominal at our last 
quotations. 

Caustic soda 60 per cent is firmer again, 
owing to the fact that stocks cannot be dupli- 
cated at anything approaching former rates, 
while the spot supply is well controlled. Hold- 
ers are asking 2 75@280c for lots from store, 
though some parcels might still be picked up 
at a shade less. Stock to arrive is now quotable 
at 2 65@2 67}¢c, and firmly held at these figures. 
Buyers manifest little interest, and trade has 
been slow. For 7C per cent the general spot 
quotation is now 2 45@2c while lots to arrive 
are held at 24234@2 45c. The present quota- 
tions for 74 per cent are 2 40Q2 4244c spot and 
to arrive. The demand for both grades is light. 
Regarding the activity in Liverpool Messrs. J. 
P. Brunner & Co. wrote us on the 29th ult: 
“Large sales of 70 per cent have been made for 
prompt and May delivery at from £7 17s 6d@8. 
All the cheap lots have now been cleared off 
the market and at the close £8 2s 6d is gener- 
ally asked alth \ugh alittle could probably still 
be got at 23 6d less money. To-day 74 per cent 
has sold for the States at £8 10s. We quote 60 
per cent at £7@7 28 6d and 76 per cent at £10@ 
10 1a.” 7 

Bleaching powder has remained at steady 
figures throughout the week but little business 
has been done beyond the supplying of jobbing 
demands,and these do not appear to have been 
very numereus, Quotations for spot lots are 
18734@1 95c according to quantity and holder, 
and a’ out the same figures are asked for goods 
toarrive. The Liverpool market according to 
our correspondent was very flat and £7 1286d 
@7 158 were the nominal values, but they re- 
ported no business. 

English sal soda is firmer owing to the ab- 
sence of spot supplies. For lots to arrive hold- 
ers generally now want 8744@c, though these 
figures might possibly be shaded, although 
no anxiety to sellis manifested. The nominal 
spot price is 90c@$1l. Messrs. Brunner & Co. 
write us from Liverpcol on the 29th ult. “3o0da 
crystals are easy at £2 10s and orders are want- 
ed,” 

American sal soda continues in good demand 
the temporary scarcity ot the imported article 
having stimulated business to some extent, 
particularly in Philadelphia. Prices are firmly 
sustained at 80@s5c f o b, according to quantity 
and style of packing, less 144 per cent for cash. 

Salt cake is dull and neglected, with values 
nominal at 60@65c as to brand and quality. 

Acids. 

Acetic acid is in the same position as when 
we last wrote. Manufacturers are talking a 
strong market in consequence of the firmness 
of raw material, but as yet no quotable change 
bas occurred. A good demand for prompt and 
early delivery is noted, the transactions re- 
ported aggregating 100,000 lbs at 244@254c as to 
quantity, brand and time of delivery. 

Oxalic acid isin the usual demand, the sales 
making being principally of small lots tu sup- 
ply current requirements of consumers. Prices 
are steadily maintained at the combination 
rates, and we continue to quote 8c for lots of 
10 tons and over for future shipment and s4¢c 
for jobbing quantities on the spot. 

Tartaric acid is without change. The manu- 
facturers report a steady though moderate 
jobbing demand at full prices. The combina- 
tion quotations remain as heretofore. 

The demand for sulphuric acid does not ex- 
ceed jobbing proportions and even in this way 
only a moderate business is being done. Prices 
are without change, the quotation for 66 deg, 
ranging from 1@120c according to seller and 
size of order. The inquiry for nitricand muri- 
atic acids is reported to be fair but there is 
nothing special to report regarding the trade in 
these commodities. 

Miscellaneous. 

Gray acetate of lime is only wanted in a job- 
bing wsy to supply passing requirements but 
there is a moderately active demand for brown 
which is in small supply for prompt delivery.

Ammonias, Potashes and Fez *i!'z- 
ing Chemicals. 

We have to chronicle another quiet week in 
the trade in fertilizer chemicals and for at least 
@ month (o come manufacturers and dealers do 
not anticipate much improvement as thespring 
trade is virtually over. Prices in some instances 
have a downward tendency in consequence of 
the lack of demand but the majority are held 
steadily at about the former range of values. 

Sulphate of ammonia sells only in small lots 
to meet the occasional requirements of con- 
sumption. The market, however, remains 
steady at 2 95@3c according te holder and quan- 
tity. Dried blood is rather easy. Soft red of 
eastern manufacture is procurable at $210@ 
2 15 as to quantity, though western still com- 
mands $225. Azotine is without anima- 
tion and nominally quoted at $225 though 
probably provurable at less. Fish scrap 
remaine very quiet, but is unchanged 
in price. The manufacturers’ quota- 
tion is $27,f0b,for dried on the basis of 12 
per cent moisture. Tankage is quotable at 
$2325, flat, per ton, but no sales have been 
reported. 

Double manure galt is dull and neglected, 
Occasionally small sales are made, but no 
transactions of consequence have come to the 






surface. The noninal quotationsare 1074%@ 
1 10¢c, according to position and quantity. 

Chic: ate of potash remaing about the same 
as when we last wrote. There is a steady feel- 
ing with regard to English, but business is un- 
important. We continue our Guotations of 
15}44@ 155c for crystals and 155415340 for pow- 
dered according to quantity and seller. French 
is held at 1£34@16o, with a light jobbing de- 
mand, 

Caustic potash is selling to a moderate 
extent at the former quotations, which are 
7}4@8e according to brand and quantity. The 
demand for carbonate of potash is about as 
usual and prices remain at 544@5%c according 
to test and seller. We have been shown some 
samples of high test carbonate and caustic pot- 
ash of German production which will shortly 
be put upon the market. 


Muriate of potash is quoted by the agent of 
the manufacturers at $175 for steamer ship- 
ments and $170 for May, June and July ship- 
ment by sail. The store price remains at $175 
@180 according to quantity and seller. As 
most of the large stock recently arrived has 
been disposed of either on contract or through 
jobbing sales the market has a steadier tone. 
The demand continues moderate. the reported 
sales for the past week footing up about 150 
tons, mostly spot lots, at the quotations above 
siven, 

Kainit has declined further on the spot, as the 
holders have shown a desire to meet buyers 
from whom there is considerable inquiry, but 
at a price too low to admit of business. The 
foreign market is reported as firm, and this, it 
is believed, will prevent any further deteriora- 
tion of spot values. At the close the nominal 
quotation for store lots was $7 85@8, with the 
possibility of the inside figure being shaded a 
trifle. The quatation for May shipment is $750 
in cargo lots, and we note the sale of 500 tons at 
this figure. 


Kieserite is not offered on the spot. but $5 50 
would now be accepted for June-July ship- 
mente. There is no demand and there have 
been no sales since our last.

60 per cent is exceedingly scarce on spot and in 
consequence the little obtainable is firmly held 
at 280@290c; buyers however are only taking 
when absolutely necessary, and then only in 
iimited quantities. To arrive 2 7-}¢@2 77}¢c is 
named, with 270c offered and refused for a 
fair sized parcel. Shipments are held at 270@

Sal soda is very scarce at the moment, pend- 
ing the arrival of the now due Newcastle 
steamer, and to supply the demand the Ameri- 
can article has in some instarces been brought 
into play; 1@1 10c are the spot ask ng figures, 
with an occasional sale slightly below. To 
arrive lower figures are named and we bear of 
sales at 85c; however, the general price is 87}44@ 
90c, as to quantity. 

Refined alkali 36 per cent is obtainable on spot

Commercial Fertilizers in Prussia. 


REPORT OF U. &. CONSUL J. S. POTTER. 

In Prussia there are many establishments for 
the manufacture of artificial manures, which 
are extensively used by farmers, and which 
can be purchased in the market at very rea- 
sonable prices. The best known of these are 
the superphosphates, and, of more recent date, 
the furnace slag, which is prepared f:om the 
refuse of iron and steel works. This is a new 
discovery, and is pronounced as superior to 
all artificial fertilizers, while it is very much 
cheap r. Chili saltpeter is regarded as the best 
form of nitrogen. Salts of ammonia (chlorate 
of ammonia) are prepared from the waste of 
various industries, and are brought into the 
market at low prices. Potash is found in large 
quantities in and around salt works, and is ob-

‘The different kinds of phosphates in use in 
Prussia, the elements composing them, and the 


prices at which they are sold are as follows: 

Ammonia superphosphate, containing from 1 
to 9 per cent of nitrogen, and from 7 to 12 per 
cent of phosphoric acid, is sold, according to 
quality, in the market at from $19 to $42 per 
ton of 2,240 pounds. The grade, or quality, is 
fixed by official inspection. 

Guano superphosphate, without nitrogen, 
containing from 16 to 20 per cent of phosphoric 
acid, has a market value of $23 to $28 per gross 
ton, according to quality, as determined by in- 
spector’s certificate. 

Common superphosphate, without nitrogen, 
containing from 12 to 20 per cent of phosphoric 
acid, is sold at $15 to $27 per gross ton. 

Bone manure, containing from 4 to 4% per 
cent of nitrogen, and about 20 per cent of phos- 
phoric acid, is marketable at $31 to $34 per 
gross ton, 

The new fertilizer. schlacke, or slag, contain- 
ing from 22 to 24 per cent of phosphoric acid, 
can be purchased in unlimited quantities for $8 
per gross ton. If 5 pounds of saltpeter are 
added to every 100 poun:s of this fertilizer it 
will be fully equal to the best bone manure 
and can be purchased at $1130 per gross ton. 
The cost in Prussia would be about $2.25 per 
acre for this kind of manure, A less quantity 
would answer after the soil had been once re- 
stored to productiveness, 

An idea of uhe extent of the demand in this 
part of Prussia for the slag fertilizer may be 
obtained from the fact that one firm in Ober- 
bhausen manufactures yearly 33,000,000 pounds. 
Another establishment near Aix-la-Chapelle 
produces yearly about 110,000,000 pound:; and 
extensive works in Neunkirchen manufacture 
this new fertilizer in still greater quantities, 
and it is stated that the sources of supply are 
substantially inexhaustible, and equal to any 
demacd that is likely to exist. 


Prussian farmers, who are very economical, 
and close calculators, use this fertilizer almost 
exclusively, in preference to all other artifieial 
manures, guano, etc.

The Fertilizing Value of Reverted 
Phosphoric Acid,* 
J, JOFFRE. 

Very much has already been said and written 
by agriculturists on the fertilizing value of 
the so-called reverted phosphoric acid, that is 
that part of the superphosphate, which after it 
had been soluble in water has again become 
insoluble in that menstruum, and which dif- 
fers from the tribasic calcium phosphate, in 
being insoluble in ammonium citrate. This 
phosphate, in reality is nothing more than fer- 
ric phosphate, as has already been shown by 
Millot. 

In the year 1280,1 made an attempt to de- 
termine the value of the reverted phosphoric 
acid, and for this purpose I estimated its solu- 
bility in water. This solubility is exceedingly 
emall, about 0.002 per cent., and about the 
same as the solubility of tribasic calcium 
phosphate. Consequently there were good 
grounds for assuming, that the agricultural 
value of these two phosphates must be about 
the same, because the solubility of the one, was 
as small as that of the other, or rather, that 
one was as insoluble as the other. 

I have also determined the solubility of the 
reverted phosphoric acid in water containing 
carbonic acid, and in saline solutions which 
must be considered in agriculture, Finally I 
bave examined the action of the soil itself. In 
all these experiments the solubility of the re- 
verted phosphoric acid was not perceptibly 
changed. 

Since then experiments have been made ona 
large scale, for which several agriculturists 
had been won, to determine the value of rever- 
ted phosphoric acid. 

The fertilizers which were used on the ex- 
perimental flelds were the same except that the 
one contained soluble phosphate, the other re- 
verted phosphate and the third insoluble phos- 
phate. 

The reverted phosphate was prepared by 
washing out a superphosphate which was rich 
in reverted phosphoric acid, It was therefore 
atrue reverted phogphate consisting of ferric 
phosphate as it occurs in superphosphates. 

22.5 kilos phosphoric acid were spread upon a 
hectare in these various forms. The resuit of 
six experiments on four farms was as follows:

The results with reverted phosphoric acid 
and with insoluvie phosphate may be consid- 
ered the same, but the success with soluble 
phosphoric acid is much greater. 

If we calculate the difference between the 
value of the excess of grain produced and the 
value of the fertilizer, it will be found that 
these results prove that the farmer gains a pe- 
cuniary advantage when using soluble phos- 
phate, notwithstanding its greater cost. 

In three other experiments, in which the re- 
verted phosphate was used upon an acid soil, 
good results were obtained, but just in these 
soils the phosphorie acid showed no advantage 
over the insoluble prosphate.

never taught that the former can generally ad- 
vaitageously replace the latter. 


In asecond series of experiments, the same 


grain was not used on various soils, but vari- 
ous plantson the same soil. The results of 
this series of experiments were the same as 
those of the first. The experiments therefore 
sustain the conclusions of the laboratory work 
published in 1880. 1t is a striking example of 
the safe directiona which are supplied to the 
agricuiturist,as well as to the manufacturer 
by properly conduvted laboratory experi- 
ments. 

In conclusion a brief review may be taken of 
the investigations which are general y quoted 
in support of the view that the reverted phos- 
phate possesses the same fertilizing value as 
the soluble phosphate. 

The most important of these is that of Grand- 
eau, made during a period of eight years near 
Nancy. The experiments appear t> have been 
made with the greatest care, but we must ob- 
ject that the comparison was made with di- 
basic calcium phosphate (precipitated phos- 
phate) and not with ferric phosphate, of which 
the reverted phosphate actually consists. This 
error is very natural when we consider the 
time in which these experiments were begun. 
Until Millot’s investigations were made known, 
it was general'y believed that the reverted 
phosphate consists of dibasic calcium phos- 
phate, On the other hand, the soil upon which 
the experiments were made is one of those 
upon which an insoluble phosphate will give as 
good resuitsas a soluble ph sphate. It was 
therefore impossible in this case to compare 
the effects of the reverted phosphate with the 
soluble, 

In Petermann’s experiments ferric phosphate 
and aluminium phosphate gavo better results 
than soluble phosphate and insoluble phos- 
phate. But these phosphates appear to have 
been prepared artificially. Their accordance 
with the phosphates contained in superphos- 
phates has not been proven. Furthermore the 
experiments were made ona very peculiar soil. 

In Jamieson’s investigations the author gives 
for the crops with soluble phosphates an excess 
of 7 per cent. over those obtained with the in- 
soluble phosphate. He made no experiments 
with ferric phosphates. 

The treatise by Duenkelberg is a compilation 
of the views of various investigator;, rather 
than a description of results obtained by his 
own experiments. 

Concerning the views of A. Voelcker, to 
which reference is often made, this investigator 
has published areview of his results in the 
Annales Agronomiques which fully show the 
advantages of the solubie phosphate. 


M. Maercker reports upon experiments which 
were made either with precipitated phosphate 
(dibasic calcium phosphate); or with super- 
phosphates containing reverted phosphoric 
acid, but not with washed superphosphates, 
such as were used in the experiments which I 
have described. 

Finally the investigations of A. Jol y, which 
were published in the Annales de la Sclence 
Agronomique. He only describes Jaboratory 
expcriments and no fleld trials. 


It will therefore be seen by a careful study 
of these publications, that they do not show 
the advantage of reverted phosphoric acid in 
an undeniable manner. I therefore believe 
that new experiments made on this subject wil! 
always lead to the same conclusion, at which I 
arrived in 1880,and which has now been verified 
by experiments ona large scale.—Chem tech». 
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The Characters of Olive Oil.* 
BY A. LEVALLOIS, 


In a communication recently made to the 
Academy of Sciences the author gives some of 
the results obtained in an investigation under- 
taken at the Agricultural Station, Nice, upon 
the products of different varieties of olive 
trees in the southeast of France and as to the 
modifications in the composition of the olives. 
The investigation lasted during the whole time 
of collection in the district, a period of seven 
months, and placed at the disposition of the 
author a certain number of samples of oils 
prepared from olives differing considerably in 
their maturity and origin. The indisputable 
authenticity and variety of these samples in- 
duced him to commence an examination of 
some of their-properties, especially those that 
might serve as a guide to theanalyst. The 
oils had been obtained by crushing the olives 
and pressing the paste, without the addition of 
water. 

Intensity of Color—This was determined by 
means of Duboscq’s colorimeter. It was found 
that an oil from one and the same variety 
might at the end of the harvest be seventeen 
times less colored than at the commencement. 

Density—The density of all the oils varied 
only between 0.9167 and 0.9177 at the tempera- 
ture of 13 degrees C, The highest of these 
figures was given by *Bianquetier” oil, a va- 
riety appearing to deviate generally in its 
characters from other olive oils, The oils from 
any single variety, prepared at different times,

It is well known that on certain soils, such as 
some of those of the Bretagne, the insoluble 
phosphate gives good results. Bobierre and 
Malagutti assumed what nobody will deny, 
that on certain soils under given conditions 
the ordinary ground phosphate can be used in- 
stead of the superphosphate, but they have 














presented only very slight differences. Con- 
stancy in density would therefore be a very 
valuable character that would assist consider- 
ably in distinguishing olive o'ls from other 
oils. Some of the most important of other 
commercial oils were also examined; it was 
not possible to prepare them in the laboratory, 
but the conditions under which they were ob- 
tained allow of their peing considered pure. 
While an olive oil showed a density of 0.911 at 
24 degrees C., the following figures were ob- 
tained for dilferent oils at the same tempera- 
ture:

The density of arachis oil and that of colza 
oil are near that of olive oil; butia their other 
characters these olis differ so widely that it 
would be impossible to confound the three 
products. 

Action of the Reagents of Cailletet and Au- 
doynaud.—Cailletet’s reagent (commercial nit- 
ric acid, containing nitrous fumes) gave with 
various samples of olive oil a green coloration, 
but this color was not always pure. The 
“Blanquetier” oil, notably, gave a green 
charged with yellow. The reaction indicated 
by Audoynaud, that of nitrosulphuric acid and 
ether upon oil containing potassium bichro- 
mate, most frequently gave a free green col- 
oration; in some cases the tint was mixed with 
yellow. An “Arabanier”’ olive oil, prepared on 
April 3. was colored a yellow-green. 


Action of Bromine .—The two methods for 
the determination of non-saturated fatty acids 
by the absorption of bromine by the unsapon- 
ified of), which have recently found application 
in Eogland, have yielded to their authors re- 
sults that presented considerable divergencies 
and anomalies. In measuring the ab:orption 
of bromine by various oils M. Levallois adopted 
the following method of operating, which was 
found to be very rapid:-5 grams of oil was 
weighed into a test-tube about 15 cm. long and 
15 mm, in diameter, and to this was added 10 
c.c. of a 20 per cent. solution of potash in 93 
deg. alcohol. Upon agitation the oil dissolves; 
the tube is then closed imperfectly and heated 
in a water-bath toa temperature sufficient to 
produce a slight ebullition of the solution. At 
the end of a quarter of an hour the saponitica- 
tion is completed. In operating upon olive oil 
the volume of the liquid is brought up by 
means of alcoh»l to 50 c.c, Of this alcoholic 
solution 5c.c, is placed in a glass-stoppered 
tube, acidified with hydrochloric acid, and then 
by means of a graduated burette, aqueous so0- 
lution of bromine, as concentrated as possible 
is poured intothe tube. After each addition 
the mixture is briskly agitated, and the addi- 
tion is stopped when the liquid takes a _ persist- 
ent light yellow tint. The correction necessary 
to obtain a distinctly percept:ble tint is about 
O'lc.c. The action of bromine on the non-sat- 
urated acids thus set free has boen found to be 
sensibly constant under the conditions indi- 
cated. The titration of the bromine solution is 
made with 10 c.c. ofa 1 per cent. solution of 
arsenious acid in water acidulated with bhydro- 
chloric acid. In making a series of estima- 
tions it is necessary to repeat the titration from 
time to time, as loss of strength is continuous, 


This method, applied to the determination of 
the non-saturated acids contained in seven 
samples of oil from the same variety of olives, 
prepared during a period extending from the 
27th of November, 1885, to the 4th of June, 1886, 
showed only insignificant differences; the min- 
imum absorption by one gram of oil having 
been 0512 gram of bromine, andthe maxinum 
absorption 0522 gram. Comparative experi- 
ments with oils from different varieties of 
olives from the Alpes-Maritimes, Var, and 
Naucluse departments, gave absorptions vary- 
ing between 0°500 gram and 0514 gram, This 
latter figure was given by the “Blanquetier” 
oil, which in this, as in other respects, differed 
from other olive oils. 

The quantity of bromine absorbed ty one 
gram of oils from other sources was as follows:

Excepting that which relates to arachis oil, 
these figures differ notably from those obtained 
with olive oil. But in these estimations 
arachis oil could not be confounded with olive 
oil, because the solution of its soap in the 50 e. 
c. of alcohol solidifies almost immediately at a 
temperature of 15 deg. C., whilst that of the 
soap prepared from olive oil remains limpid. 


It may be inferred from the toregoing that 
the most constant character of olive oil 
prepared in the laboratory is its density. The 
absorption of bromine by the fat acids of the 
saponified oil, which ‘s nearly constant for the 
same variety Of olives at widely separated per- 
iods, and presents a variation of about 9 per 
cent. in the kinds studied, can be utilized to 
distinguish varieties of olive oll (at least 
those of the south-east of France) from cotton- 
seed, sesame, poppy-seed, colza, camellia and 
linseed oils. Arachis oil is recognized easily 
by the solidification of its soap. 


California Olives. 


Mr. Ben, C. Truman, who is wri.ing up the 
California fruit and wine industry for the New 
York Times, gives the following facts and fig- 
ures in a recent letter to that paper : 

Taking up the subject of olive oil and olive 
culture, he goes on to say: “It is not too much 
to say that the day isnot far distant when the 
olive and olive oil industry will become one of 
the most important in the State. The first 
trees planted are still in good condition, al- 
though they have been neglected at times, and 
are 111 years old. The olive grows from cut- 
tings like the willow, and will bear in ten years, 
The olive tree will grow and thrive in rocky 
and sandy places, but must not be too fur from 
the sea. 

Ic Italy, Spain and the South of France 
there are 8,000,000 acres devoted to olive mak- 
ing, and about 160,00),000 gallons of oil are pro- 
duced annually. That made in France—in 
great part from American cottonseed—amounts 
to $100,000.000 annually; of this 500,000 gallons 
are brought into our country, upon which a 
duty of balfa million dollars and more is 
banded over to Uncle Sam. There are about 
1,000 acres in olives in Caiiforaia upon which 
there are 63.027 bearing trees. In California 
the average number of olive trees per acre is 
about 100. The fruit is gathered usually 
from November to January, or later. When 
picked the olives are divided into. grade 
and will average 75 cents per gallon in value 
and are usually put up in barrels. The best are 
worth $1 25 per gallon. If made int» oil the 
olives are crushed thoroughly and pressed 
Water is then added, when they are again 
pressed and a second quality made. Tey are 
pressed a third time, making a third quality, 
and a fourth grade is also made. In Italy the 
residue is pressed into bricks and used for fuel, 
but in California this is unnecessary, The oil 
is worth about $5 per gallon, and the receipts 
froma California olive grove have several 
times reached as high as $2,000 per acre. 

There are many methods of picking ana 
making into oil. The one most in use in 
southern Cal forvia is as follows: ‘The berries 
are put in fresh water, which should be changed 
every day for 40 or 50 days, then put in salt 
brine, not very strong, and after remaining a 
few days drawn off, a second brine substituted, 
made nearly strong enough to bear an egg. 
The water should be boiled. Keep the olives 
well covered with the brine. Great care should 
be taken in handling the berries so as not to 
bruise them. The easiest plan when picking 
from the tree is to drop them into water.” An- 
other method is as follows: ‘Pick the olives 
and rinse them in clean water. Then take 
one ounce of concentrated lye and dissolve 
itin water. One-third of this solution put in 
water, enough tu cover one gallon of olives. 
After a day or two pour off this water and add 
another lye of the same strength. This may be 
repeated once more, as five or six days are con- 
sumed in taking out the bitterness with the 
lye. The lyeshould be used unt! the fruit 
suits the taste, Then the olivesare putin pure 
fresh water until the alkali is wel! removed. 
This can be ascertained by the color of the wa- 
ter and by the taste. Insaltiog use the dest 
Liverpoo! ‘coarse fine’ salt, the amount being 
about 10 pounds tothe barrel of olives, water 
enough being used to cover the fruit. Barrel 
up tight and keep ina cool place. The entire 
process should be conducted in the dark, as the 
I'ght is apt to injure the color.”

The Utilization of Waste Products. 


In his report for last yc ar, which has just been 
issued, the chief inspector of factories and 
workshops mentions a visit to the factory of 
the Normal Company at Aberdeen, Scotland. 
The object of this company, he says, is to rescue 
from absolute waste animal products hitherto 
wholly neglected or imperfectly prepared. and 
especially to adapt to some useful purpose, 
alimentary and otherwise, the coarser kinds of 
fish, especially those of the whale tribe. In the 
factory the inspector found whale-flesh—dark- 
red flesh—to be turned into extract of meat, 
vertebra encrusted with thick gristie to be re- 
duced to glue, blood to be used tor the manu- 
facture of albumen, bones to become manure. 
There were also going on many processes for 
preservation of fish in a perfectly fresh con- 
dition, for obtaining extracts from what may 
be called the flavoring kind of fish, such as 
lobsters, crabs and mussels; the preservation 
ot vegetables, and the utilization of all parts of 
fish, such as bones, skin, entrails, etc., for the 
manufacture of glue and manure; and even the 
skin of the whale can be rendered valuable as 
traces, driving-reins, etc. The edible products 
of the whale and allied animals will be—Meat 
extracts,” extracts of other kinds of fish to be 
used for soup, and extract of shell fish to be 
used for flavoring. The other portions of the 
fish, after the extracts have been made—bones, 
entrails, ete.—can be converted into guano, 
glue, acd bone manure, The Normal Company 
is about to establish factories on some of the 
western islands of Scotland,and to employ 
steamers to carry the fish direct from the fish- 


ing grounds to the factories.

Athabasca Petroleum. 


The petroleum deposits of the Athabasca, as 

described by Professor Bell, cannet fail to have 
a great effect for good upon the future of the 
Northwest in general and this town and dis- 
trict in particular. It was formerly supposed 
that these deposits only existed on the Atha- 
basca, some forty or fifty miles below McMur- 
ray and about 350 north of Edmonton, and that, 
asa stretch of unnavigable river extended from 
McMurray eighty miles up from Grand Rapids, 
there was no chance of their being utilized un- 
tila railroad was built to them, which, in the 
natural course of events, could not be for 
very many years. It now appears that only 
thirty miles from Grand Rapids, around the 
afeat bend in the river, only twenty-five miles 
in a direct line, and not more than ten miles fur- 
ther north than the Grand Rapid, is struck the 
petroleum bed, which visibly extends fvr 
nearly 150 miles along the river without a 
break—the most extensive deposit in the known 
world except, perhaps, the similar deposits on 
the shores of the Caspian sea, in Russia. Pro 
fessor Bell’s report on the geology of the 
country gives no reason to suppose that the 
point where the petroleum bed is first exposed 
by the deepening channel of the river is its 
southernmost extension. On the contrary, 
there is nothing to indicate that the deposit 
does not extend southward to Lac la Biche, or 
even further. At any rate there is more than 
a probability that a well sunk just above the 
Grand Rapid would strike the petroleum bed 
at a dcpth of not more than 400 feet. Professor 
Bell remarks that the most likely place toetrike 
a good flow of oil is not necessarily where 
there are surface indications. From Grand 
Rapids there is 125 miles of good steamboat 
navigation to Athabasca landing, from where 
90 miles of hauling over the present wagon 
road would bring the oil to the banks of the 
Saskatchewan—good agicultural country for 
500 miles—to Prince Albert, or even to Winni- 
peg by water. At present the petroleum used 
‘n the settlement of Edmonton, Battleford and 
Prince Albert, on the Saskatchewan is brought 
by rail over 2,000 miles from Pennsyivania and 
Ontario, andthen hauled in carts and wagons 
across country 200 or 260 miles, so that in the 
matter of transport over present routes the 
Athabasca oil would be on at least equal foot- 
ing et these points with the eastern product. 
Of course, as soon as a railway reached the 
Saskatchewan either at Battleford or Prince 
Albert, the Athabasca oil would be at a disad- 
vantage there; but,on the other hand, if the 
work of development were once commenced, 
no doubt the first railroad to touch the Sas- 
katchewan would do so at Edmonton and 
would stop short of Athabasca landing, which 
would at onve give the Athabasca oil the ad- 
vantage throughout the Northwest and British 
Columbia, if not all along the Pacific coast. 
* * * Whether development is commenced 
sooner or later, it is clear that as the coal fields 
of Alberta may be relied on to supply the 
Northwest with fuel for the coming ages, so 
the petroleum deposit of the Athabasca coun- 
try may be relied on to furnish light for an 
equal period,
